N ew Y ork, September 17th.—The follow­ 
ing was received this morning at the head­ 
quarters of the National Democratic Com- 
rnittee from Portland : 
Returns from 40S towns give Haisted 70,019, Da­ 
vis 79.69$. Republican majority 079. 
There are 
ES towns and plantations to be heard from yet, 
which In 1S7J gave 342 majority, and will now give 
more than 1,900. The Republican papers pretend 
to claim a majority f ,r Davis, and are trying to c..n 
fuse the returns to assist attempted fraud, hut there 
is no doubt of Plaistc-d's election. 


T H E “ D O C TO R IN G ” CH AR GE. 
C hicago, September 17th.—The Times 
says of Barnum’d accusations that there was 
undoubtedly money spent on either side. As 
to the alleged “ doctoring ” of the returns, the 
7'imts’ correspondent takes no stock in it. 
The country now to be heard from wad 
heavily Greenback—not Democratic—last 
year, and the Republicans have discussed the 
financial question fully there, and with able 
speakers.

Our only regret is our failure to regain 
the Fourth an 1 Fifth Congressional Districts. We

Conkling’s speecli to-night, after an eloquent 
allution to the grandeur and blessings of the 
Republic, he said : The general issue con­ 
fronting ub is in itself, and in its hearings, 
sectional. Would that it were not so, but it 
is so. In twelve States of the Union the 
approaching election is to be no more than a 
farce, unless, as has sometimes happened, it 
be turned into a tragedy. In several South­ 
ern States there is a Republican majority, 
but all the Southern States alike, without 
exception or without doubt, are relied 
on to 
count 
up 
on 
the 
Democratic 
side and score 138 electoral votes. There 
is 
to 
be no 
free 
debate, 
no 
equal 
rights, no true expression, ami yet he who 
discusses these questions must be told in the 
coarse parlance of to-day that he “ waves the 
bloody shirt.” The Senator denounced the 
proposed c -unt in some Southern States 
founded on the last census, and thin read 
General Grant's recent letter, in which ho 
says: “ The Democratic party as now con­ 
stituted and controlled is not a fit party to 
trust with the control of the General Gov­ 
ernment.” The South controls the Demo­ 
cratic party. and in Congress the Southern 
members hold absolute sway. Should a con­ 
troversy arise regarding the 
Presidential 
election, and the election be thrown into the 
House, and a vote being taken by States, 
the South would cast nearly all 
the 
Democratic vote, and in the Senate the 
vote for President would come from the 
same source. In every event of Democratic 
success, the Southern end of the Dem -crstic 
party must be to tb • Northern end as the 
locomotive is to the tender. The South has 
control of all the working committees of the 
Senate. On every committee there is a ma­ 
jority of Democrats, and of these the maj--r- 
ity in all case3 consists of Southern Senatois. 
The same conditions prevail in the House. 
There are forty-two committees. The chair­ 
men of twenty-two are from the South. All 
the committees are so constituted that the 
majority is Democratic, and of the majority 
more than half is Southern. 
During the 
two years while this absolute power in both 
houses has been so lodged, the existence of 
the veto power and the approach of the 
Presidential canvass have suggested urgent 
reasons for “ going slow.” 
Many expected 
bills have not been introduced; many that 
have been introduced have not been pressed ; 
some that have been pressed have run against 
such obstinate opposition as to secure their 
S 
resent postponement or some modification, 
lut whenever the hour strikes that the veto 
power is in Democratic hands, put there by 
the Southern vote, whate ver solid caucus de­ 
crees will be writteD that caucus will be 
controlled by those who represent by less 
than one-seventh of the people of the Union, 
and more than one-fourteenth of the produc­ 
ing, commercial, industrial, tax-paying and 
property interests of the country. 
The Senator read the official figures of the 
Bureau of Statistics to prove this assertion, 
and said these facts are not recited with 
pleasure, but with deep regret. The broad 
issue at this election is whether our colossal 
fabric, commercial, industrial aud financial 
interests, shall be under the management and 
protection of those of Democratic ascend­ 
ency in all branches of the Government. 
This is 
deeper-rooted 
than 
any meas­ 
ure within the scope of 
existing pub 
lie questions. 
Statesmen abroad talk of 
the balance of power and of changing the 
map of Europe. These sayings mean not 
much more than might easily occur here, 
without violating the Constitution or tran­ 
scending the usages of the Republic. At 
least seven new States could be brought in, 
and in the ease of some of them a very plausi­ 
ble case could be made. The project would 
become a high party measure. Its success 
would assure a complete Democratic ascend­ 
ency in the nation for a generation. At 
least it would put the Government not mere­ 
ly in the hands of the Democratic party, but 
of the Southern Democratic party, with 
Courts revolutionized to conform to its

What may be the 
fate of the questions affecting commerce 
among the several States, the revenue, bank 
and legal tender currency, taxation of Gov­ 
ernment currency, in which these bonds are 
payable, civil rights acts, claims growing out 
of the war, claims for refunding the war tax 
on cotton, the late amendments, and many 
other grave matters, no man can predict. 
Meanwhile the army ha3 been reduced to a 
skeleton, and whenever a tcare, pretense or 
shriek of war on Mexico’s border or elsewhere 
can be discovered or invented, the army /aust 
be increased and filled up. By whom ?’ That 
depends on the approaching election. 
If 
Garfield and Arthur are chosen, by Union 
men—men always for the Union to the core. 
If Hancock and English, and the Democratic 
party get in, by the men “ who went with 
their States.” The present tariff and revenue 
laws are deemed very bad by the dominant 
element of the Democracy.

There 
is a whisky 
rebellion now 
in 
seveial 
States, 
and 
the 
officers 
of 
law are powerless to suppress it. Recently 
a warrant was issued for the anest of one 
Peutoa. A Deputy Marshal went with a 
posse to execute the warrant. In his report 
to the Marshal he says that I’ei,ton assem­ 
bled from 25 to 50 armed nieD, and set him 
and the law at defiance. When cautioned to 
desist, Penton replied, “ When Hancock 
is elected this damn foolishness will stop.” 
The amendments to the Constitution were 
constantly and flagrantly defied in more than 
half the Democratic States, and should tbe6e 
laws be swept away and the spirit which 
assails them in the South, and which called 
them into being,continue to rage, mildew will 
follow in the wake.

W ashington, September 17th.— Judge 
Lochrane, of Georgia, has just returned 
from that State, and represents the Deeding 
contest between the Colquitt and Norwood 
factions as the most bitter that has ever been 
known in Georgia. He says there can be no 
reconciliation between the two factions. At 
recent meetings at Macon, at which Colquitt 
and Norwood were announced for a joint dis­ 
mission, the crowd hooted and yjlled at the 
Governor, preventing him from speaking 
more than fifteen minutes of the two hours 
allotted to him. Norwood was listened to 
with but very little interruption at the pub­ 
lic meeting recently held at Columbas. Ex­ 
Senator Gordon was also howled down by the 
crowd. Lochrane further says that the scan­ 
dals of Colquitt’s admistration, and his ap- 
g 
ointment of Brown to the United States 
enate to succeed Gordon, form the issue in 
the campaign. He believes that the con­ 
test betw een the Democratic factions will be 
continued after the pending election, and 
they will never again act in harmony. Loch­ 
rane thinks Colquitt will be re-elected by a 
small majority, as he wiil get the larger pro­ 
portion of the Republican vote.

WKITIKG FOR THE KONTHLIE3 TEE 
WORST OF EMPLOYMENTS. 


Oako-y Hall's Eccentricities—Henry J. Ray­ 
mond as Editor of a Periodical— 
Pigeon-Holes Crammed w ith 
Manuscripts. 


N ew Y ork, September 9, 1SS0. 
In the index to the volumes of Harper's 
Monthly one finds among the contributors 
the name of A. Oakey Hall, late Mayor of 
New York, who has had, within a few 
years, any number of vicissitudes. He has 
always had journalistic and literary tastes, 
and has had considerable experience, first 
and last, on the press. He was for some 
time editor of the Leader (now dead), a 
weekly, which attracted no little attention 
and exercised a certain influence before the 
overthrow of the Tweed dynasty. He has 
lately returned to the newspaper ranks, 
having accepted a position on the staff of 
tbe World. 
OAKEY HALI.’S RECENT COURSE 
Has been singular, even mysterious, and 
many of his intimate acquaintances are 
unable to understand it or him. When he 
wa3 Mayor, and Tweed, Sweeney & Co. 
were in power, bis political prospects were 
very bright. He was extremely popular, 
and he expected, doubtless, to be in due 
time Governor of the State, United States 
Senator and Attorney-General of the Uni­ 
ted States. Probably he would have been 
but for the exposure of the ring by tbe 
Times newspaper, and the consequent total 
defeat of Hall’s hopes. He was, you re­ 
member, suspected and tried for complicity 
with Tweed, Connolly aud others in rob­ 
bing tbe municipal treasury, though noth­ 
ing could be proved against him. The 
general impression is that Hall, while in 
office, may have winked at the regular 
peculations going on, hut did nut steal or 
want to steal anything himself. He is not 
in the least mercenary ; he has no fond­ 
ness for vulgar display. He courted 
the populace to a great and un- 
E 
leasant extent for the sake of its votes : 
ut his tastes and inclinations were and 
are with and to gentlemen and persons of 
culture. 
He might have made himself, 
very rich iu the days of the ring had he so 
minded. But he eared not for money be­ 
yond its use. He is very generous, very 
open-handed, and has given a great deal 
away. The legal firm with which he had been 
connected, Vanderpool, Brown & Hall, had 
a profitable practice ; but when it expired, 
Hall knew that, after all his ring associa­ 
tions, it could not carry him, whatever his 
innocence. So he set up an office of his 
own, and might have done well, being a 
competent lawyer, particularly iu criminal 
cases, had he not temporarily lost his bal­ 
ance and gone off incomprehensibly to 
Europe. The cause must be sought in his 
worry and annoyance at the prospect of a 
new trial for Tweed. He is, and has ever 
been, jealous of his good name, and he 
atood in perpetual fear lest it should be 
soiled. The ring troubles had worn upon 
him much more than had been supposed, 
and the continued thought of their revival 
reudered him morbid, and finally upset his 
reason for the time. 
When he returned to his native land, af­ 
ter passing out of his intellectual eclipse, 
lie found, it is said, that most of his prac­ 
tice had left him, owing probably to the 
current notion that he was of unsound 
mind. He had before this, as you are 
aware, attempted the stage, having gone 
upon the boards of the Park Theater in a 
play of his own—“ W hat Shall the Ver­ 
dict Be ?”—and made an unequivocal fail­ 
ure. This helped to deeper the impression 
of his uusoundness, and his late relinquish­ 
ment of the law for journalism has in­ 
duced the public to believe him a very un­ 
settled person. He has certainly acted 
queerly, though there is no reason to think 
that he is nut now as sane as he has ever 
been. He is bright and pleasant in con­ 
versation ; makes as clever an argument or 
after-dinner speech as ever, and is the 
same kind-hearted, well-mannered, entirely 
courteous fellow that he was ere adversity 
had fallen upon him. Ilia motive for go­ 
ing to the World is reported to have been 
partially predilection and partially want of 
employment. His friends say he is poor ; 
that his legal practice had so declined as to 
be incapable of supporting him and his 
family, and that he accepted the journal­ 
istic position from sheer necessity. The 
fact of his poverty is enough to show that 
he did not share in the plunder of the ring 
while Mayor. Ho was worth, probably, 
.$200,000 to ¿250,000 ; hut he has spent 
4his, as he might readily do, with his easy, 
careless way of living, and his disposition 
to assist anybody who should ask for as­ 
sistance. This is sufficient to explain most 
of what is regarded as Oakey Hall’s ec­ 
centric! tic-. 
NOTABLE CONTRI 111 TORA. 
Another contributor iu the past to Har­ 
per's, who might be ranked as eccentric is, or 
was, John Bonner, who distinguished him­ 
self not along ago by running away from 
Wall street after perpetrating many frauds 
upon his creditors, lie appears in the 
index as tho author of forty different 
papers. A t one time lie was financial edi­ 
tor of the Herald and also editor of Har­ 
per',' Weekly. Iu the former position he 
is presumed to have made considerable 
money'—not by his salary, of course, but 
in the street—enough to induce him to 
turn stockbroker. 
He had an excellent 
reputation in the hanking quarter, until he 
showed the cloven foot. He wa3 thought, 
too, to have been prosperous. 
He made 
lofty pietensions to financial honor, and 
was very severe upon any shortcomings of 
bis fellow-operatora. lie has once more 
demonstrated how much easier it is to 
preach than to practice. Bonuer, a native 
of Canada, is probably living under au as­ 
sumed name s mewhere in Europe on the 
proceeds cf his rascality. It is pitiable 
to think that even journalists cannot 
always he trusted. The fugitive broker is 
not likely to return here, alocitsome persons 
had thought that he might, when the 
storm had blowu over, and when he could 
compromise to advantage with the nico he 
has swindled. Still another contributor, 
as unlike Hall and Bonner as veil may be, 
and yet remarkable from the fact that, 
having been a journalist, he has alrtady 
retired from journalism with a handsome 
competence, is Wm. C. Prime, f run rly 
one. of the editors aud proprietors of the 
Journal oJ~ Commerce, lie is tho author of 
some forty odd papers in Harper's, includ­ 
ing stories, sketches of travel, articles on 
winrs, coinage, pottery', engravings, etc., 
and iie still contributes to the magazine. 
He made his money out of the Journal, 
and not being in very' robust health, so d 
his valuable interest, and now devotes him­ 
self to literature, coins, engravings, pot­ 
tery and lorie a brae, of which his fine 
bouse iu Twenty-third street is full. lie 
is an authority on such thiugs, and is very 
busy with his collections, with committees, 
and seeing people interested in art and 
divers specialties. Seeming so felicitously 
situated ; possessed of means, talent, cul­ 
ture, a home full of objects of art and 
abundant leisure, ho might he envied by 
mony hard- working journalists, who have no 
hope of freedom from their daily grind. 
But Prime, like everybody else, is not, iu 
all probability', as h ippy as he affects. He 
lias lost hÍ3 wife, to whom he was devoted, 
and he has no chiiiieo ; so that his means 
are not the source of comfort tj him that 
they might be. XYrhsps he would ex­ 
change some of the goods he owns for the 
goods that others own, and do not appre­ 
ciate. Fortune is not so unequal as she 
shows. Before we envy any one we should 
sc-c if their circumstances are really en­ 
viable. 
The name of George Arnold, deceased, 
figures among the contributors to Harper's. 
He was an accredited poet, a dual-minded 
man, of fineness and coarseness strangely- 
blended, a sweet singer, t-.ough often a 
vulgar liver, full of aspiration one day and 
of sensual decline the next. He had, with 
a poetic temperament, its lovo of contrast, 
the morbid curiosity to gaze at the other 
side of the ideal, lie was one of the Bo­ 
hemian, Pfalf-cellar fraternity,and a writer 
for the Saturday Press, which Henry Clapp, 
Jr., edited. With youth, talent, personal 
beauty, reputation, such gifts and condi­ 
tions as the world admires and mankind 
values, he abused his capacities and oppor­ 
tunities ; grew cynical, the inevitable re- 
e-ilt of his own misguided, reckless 
course, aud died, life exhausted And con­ 


stitution broken, at three-and-thirty. He 
used to talk a good deal of a short life and 
a merry one. His was a short life, but it 
was very, very far from merry. 
Fitz Hugh-Ludlow, also dead, and also a 
contributor to the popular monthly, resem­ 
bled George Arnold in ’mind, disposition, 
and morality. He likewise was brilliant; 
he likewise threw away his radiant 
chrncc3 ; he likewise went to his grave 
i arly. He killed himself with drugs ; he 
ate hasheesh and opium to excess, and 
wrote accounts for the magazines of his ex­ 
perience and sufferings, their allurements 
and tortures, accounts most melancholy and 
picturesque of what he had endured. He 
had fine imagination, much scholarship, 
thoroughly gentlemanly instincts in many 
things, and complete lack of principle in 
others. His beautiful, loving wife (now 
Mrs. Albert Bierstadt), he cured cf her 
love by his open infidelity with a common 
woman, and refusing to give up his mis­ 
tress, his wife obtained a divorce, and'after- 
w'ard married the artist I have named. 
Ludlow had conquered his appetite for 
drugs completely 
before the end; 
but they 
had 
done 
their 
work 
upon him, aDd when his friends heard, 
te-n years ago, that he had 
died 
in Switzerland, they were not surprised, 
nor were they pained. The best thing 
many men can do is to die. 
THE FIRST EDITOR OK “ UARPER’s ” 
Was Henry J. Raymond, then but 31, and 
comparatively unknown, although he had 
lived here some time, and occupied the po­ 
sition of associate editor of the Courier and 
Enquirer for six or seven years. Editorial 
labor on the magazine was not so exacting 
at first that it could not be performed with 
other duties. After a twelvemonth Ray­ 
mond retired to go upon the Times, which, 
founded in 1S51, assumed at once an im­ 
portant place in metropolitan journalism. 
His pay on the monthly was, I believe, 840 
a month—considered at that day a munifi­ 
cent price. 
Charles Nordoff, afterwards on the Even­ 
ing Post, and now on the Herald, was for 
some time semi-editor of Harper's, at least 
until A. 11. Guernsey had been regularly 
installed. The latter remained there for 
years, being a voluminous contributor to its 
pages. He must have written about a 
hundred papers, many of them on Alaska, 
Abyssinia, Armenia, the Barbary States, 
Japan, Siberia and Spitzbergen. It might 
be inferred that he has been a great trav­ 
eler ; but his articles are made up from 
books written on the countries mentioned— 
the editor having vis ted strange lands with 
his pen while sitting in his sanctum in 
Fran kirn Square. 
Henry M. Alden is thepresent editor, and 
by far the best the monthly has ever had. 
It has improved greatly under his direc­ 
tion, both in the quality and variety of its 
contents. 
He thoroughly understands 
what the public wants, and furnishes it in 
the most acceptable shape. An excellent 
writer as well as editor, he has made a 
number of contributions to the magazine, 
hut seldom appears now in its pages on 
account of engrossment by his immediate 
function. Such a place as his is very diffi­ 
cult to fill, but he fills it admirably. He 
is evidently the right man in the right 
place. Alden is the general editor. Geo. 
Wm. Curtis does the “ Editor’s Easy 
Chair,” and W. A. Seaver, the “ Editor’s 
Drawer,” other departments being in the 
hands of specialists. 
Writers are indebted to Harper's for 
first paying for MSS. on acceptance, the 
old custom having been not to pay before 
publication, which was unjust to and hard 
upon them, since as a c’ass they are poor, 
and want money as Eoon as they have 
earned it. The time of publication in the 
majority of cases is uncertain ; is often 
deferred for a long time, as has been shown 
by the Galaxy; and asking any one to 
wait until then, is very much like with­ 
holding payment from a tailor for a suit of 
clothes until they are worn out. H arpera 
is the sole monthly to day that makes it a 
rule to pay on acceptance. The other 
monthlies pay so when they cannot well 
help it; but generally they oblige con­ 
tributors to tarry for their pleasure. The 
Harpers ha%-e found the habit beneficial to 
themselves ¡>s well as to their writers. It 
saves them from a deal of annoyance, and 
"ivcs them the pick of the literary market. 
Alden says that ho hardly ever loses a MS. 
by sta’encs3 ; that events revolve so regu­ 
larly that the thing which seemed gone by 
last >ear comes up again this year, and is 
usable and desirable. He naturally has 
many accepted papers on hand, often from 
250 to 300, or enough with the editorial 
and routine work to publish the magazine, 
without further contributions, for two 
years ahead. Since the dull, hard times of 
’73, more MSS. have beeu offered thau 
ever before. There are more persons out 
of employment, and men and women of 
culture and capacity had taken to writing 
to eke out their diminished income. Not 
infrequently Alden will have COO to 700 
MSS., includiug those accepted, in his pig­ 
eon-holes ; so that the task of reading and 
deciding on these is prodigious. If candi­ 
dates for magazine houors knew how many 
competitors they have, aud how slender 
their chance is, they would not have, many 
of them at least, courage to enter the lists. 
DISCOURAGING TO W RITERS. 
The proportion of manuscripts offered to 
the manuscripts accept ’d is about twelve 
to one. The chance of a decline of any 
paper on any subject is always good, infin­ 
itely better indeed than is desirable for the 
army of contributors. 
Writing for the 
magazines is a very poor business; in 
truth, it cannot properly be considered a 
business, since nobody lives by it. One 
may earn $500 or §600 a jear by it, though 
very few contributors earn so much. I 
frequently hear of considerable sums made 
by contributing to periodicals, but I know 
the stories are not and cannot be 
true. 
Those who appear often in the 
monthlies, 
and 
have 
a 
reputation 
well deserved, have to depend for 
subsistence on other occupation. The man 
who should depend on them would come 
so near starving as to find himself physi­ 
cally disqualified for composition. Sup­ 
posing an author could get a dozen articles 
accepted iu a year by all the magazines— 
if he should, he would seein to he monop­ 
olizing them —-he would not receive 
over 81,000 at m ost; 8(i00 to 8700 would 
be nearer tho probable figure, and this 
would not half support him. Besides, he 
could not kecji it up. Twelve accepted 
papers would last, in all likelihood, three 
or four times as many months ; and if he 
really needed money, he might have to 
pledge his clothes at a pawnbroker’s for 
material sustenance Very few of the best- 
known and most valued contributors to the 
Atlantic, Harper's or Scribner's get, 
I venture to say, $500 per annum for 
their contributions. Contributing to the 
monthlies must be regarded aa a luxury— 
it cannot be converted into a necessity. 
One must have other work or some income 
to be able to afford it. 
A COMMON ERROR CORRECTED. 
A popular notion is that any fresh, well- 
written, interesting article can always find 
a market ; that it has some such available 
rate as a barrel of flour or ton of coal. This 
is an egrcgiors error. A man w’ith 100 
just such articles in his possession could 
not secure a cheap breakfast with them. 
Unless au editor wants, and will pay cash 
for some of them, they are absolutely un- 
negotiable. The magazines always have a 
lot of just such material on hand, which 
the editor has bsen and is still trying to 
find an opportunity to publish. When a 
good paper on an acceptable subject is of­ 
fered, the offerer would scarcely believe 
that the monthly has dozens of papers 
equally good, and yet cannot secure a place 
for any of them. The idea that MSS. poor 
in theme aud treatment are alone rejected 
is a grand mistake. Editors are compelled 
to decline many capital things for the sim­ 
ple reason that they are overcrowded. If 
literary outsiders had any conception of 
the superabundant supply of material con­ 
stantly in the magazine offices, they would 
restrain their eloquent pens, and think 
seriously of an apple-stand in the Bowery, 
or a movable boot box in Broadway. If 
one could be suro of any regular custom, 
o o m u d bettor seek his bread

equipped than 
venture forth with 
any 
quantity 
of 
clever 
articles. 
The price allowed by Harper's va­ 
ries, the best rate generally being $10jer 
page (1,000 words). Occasionally more is 
paid for special or illustrated articles. 
Stories bung less, commonly ; so much 
being paid for the story in bulk, irrespec­ 
tive of the exact amount it will make. 
Poems or pieces of verse fetch $15 and up­ 
wards, the rate depending largely on the 
reputation of the poet. Harper's ia quite 


as liberal in dealing with authors as any 
of the monthlies—more liberal than moat of 
them. 
The magazine pays well for illustrations, 
though most of these are done in the Art 
Department of the establishment presided 
over by Charles Pa-soDS, a very able and 
conscientious artist. The firm usually has 
$40,000 to $50,000 invested in matter—pic­ 
tures and letter-press—prepared for the 
monthly. If Harper's did not have a very 
large circulation it would not be profitable ; 
but as it is, it is said to clear from $100,­ 
000 to §130,000 annually. The house has 
been thirty years in getting it to this 
point, and has had plenty of capital, talent, 
skill aud experience to help it. Doubtless 
it has worked hard ; but it has the satis­ 
faction of making one of the very best 
popular magazines that have yet ap­ 
peared on either side of the sea.

A volume has been written by Alexander 
Hetsch on “ The Danube from it3 Source 
to its Mouth.” 
Max Muller will publish Professor Pal­ 
mer’s new translation of the Koran in his 
“ Sacred Books of the East.” 
The Athenaeum compliments the United 
States upon its “ astonishing progress iu 
bibliographical studies.” 
Americans do not take kindly to guide 
books. They look upon them as an asper­ 
sion upon their knowledge. 
Stephen Tucker has been appointed 
Somerset Herald, succeeding to the place 
occupied by the late Mr. Planche. 
Krascewski, the Russian exiled poet, 
who has been living at Dresden for the 
past ten years, has written a new historical 
novel. 
The most important of recent contribu­ 
tions to the free trade controversy is from 
the pen of Congressman S. S. Cox. 
The 
title is “ Free Land and Free Trade,” and 
the text is the British Corn Laws. 
M. Maspero has been sent on a mission 
to Italy, for the purpose of collecting in 
the museums of Naples, Rome, Florence, 
Bologua and Turin the documents neces­ 
sary for the publication of a history of 
Egypt. 
' 
The memoirs of Johann Georg Rist, a 
Danish diplomatist at the beginning of the 
present century, furnish some piquant de­ 
tails of the daily life of Charles IV. of 
Spain. 
The first part, just published by 
Perthes of Gotha, leaves Rist in London 
at the time of the bombardment of Copen­ 
hagen. 
Richard Henry Stoddard used to be a 
newspaper reporter; before that he was an 
iron-molder, and could sling a sledge­ 
hammer a3 easily as he now wields a peu. 
Mr. Stoddard was born fifty-five years ago 
at Hingham, Mass., of a race of seafaring 
men. His first volume of poems, called 
“ Footprints,” was published in 1S48, and 
was fortunate enough to please that slash­ 
ing, slaying critic, Griswold, who subse­ 
quently embalmed its author among his 
“ Poets and Poetry of America.” 
Franz Hueffer has published a volume of 
“ Musical Studies,” in which he attempts 
to prove that most of the modern com­ 
posers are influenced by Wagner. 
In 
speaking of “ Carmen” Mr. Ilueffer re­ 
marks : “ Bizet is considerably influenced 
by the German master’s style ; ” in speak­ 
ing of “ Polyeucte” he says: “ Gounod 
borrows Wagner’s device of the repre­ 
sentative theme, which by this time has 
become the common property of dramatic 
composers ; ” and again of Massenet’s 
“ Roi de Lahore” he writes: “ In more 
than one number of the score the influence 
of Wagnerian melos is distinctly discerni­ 
ble.” In Verdi’s “ A ida” one certainly 
traces the Wagnerian influence. 
In his volume “ Campaigning in South 
Africa ” Captain W. E. Montague describes 
a visit he paid to the donga in which Prince 
Louis Napoleon was killed. He says that 
although it was originally supposed that 
forty to fifty Kaffirs took part in the at­ 
tack, the number was eight. The authori­ 
tative statement recently published by Sir 
Evelyn Wood, however, shows that the 
Zulus numbered about forty, but that only 
seven or eight were actually concerned in 
killing the Prince. The first stab proved 
fatal ; and au old woman whom the Zulus 
had left behind at the kraal m ar the doDga 
boasted that it wa3 her sons who had killed 
the great “ Inkoss.” 
At the celebration of the Camoens ter­ 
centenary at Rio Janeiro the Einperor of 
Brazil laid the foundation of tho new build­ 
ing for the Portuguese Library in the Rua 
da Lampadosa, which is now to be styled 
Rua de Luiz de Camoens, and opened a 
Camoens exhibition at the National Li­ 
brary. The Librarian had arranged 486 
works in more than 600 volumes, among 
them 93 editions of the Lusiads, 21 of which 
were English translations. The city was 
illuminated, and a grand performance took 
place at the theater. The Revista Brazil- 
eira published a volume of 50 compositions 
by Brazilian poets. 
The Emperor con­ 
tributed some fines to the preface. 
The Afhenatum publishes a hitherto un­ 
printed incident of the trial of Charles I. 
it is in a letter dated 1665, from one Jo. 
Levet to Archbishop Bancroft, then Dean 
of St. Paul’s. 
Lady Delisle, a royalist, 
whose husband was killed on the King’s 
side during the civil war, had been four 
years in prison for a debt of ten pounds, 
when the letter was written. Says the 
letter : She hath two brands upon her; 
that of her shoulder I have scene (a hand- 
full broad) she received them from Colonel 
Huson at the first tryall of our late King 
in open court, for saying (upon their read­ 
ing of his accusation) that it was not his 
sul-jects, but traytors and rebells that made 
it : His Majesty then seeing her flesh 
smoakc and her haire all of a tire for him 
by- their hot irons, much commiserated her, 
aud wished that lie had becne able to have 
requited her.

P ac ific C oast F is h e s.— The west end 
of the United States Fish Commission, 
composed of Professor D. S. Jordan and 
Mr. C. H. Gilbert, are actively- at work. 
They have made stations for collection and 
study of fishes at San Diego, San Pedro, 
Santa Barbara, Monterey and San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Twenty-eight species, new to 
science, have been introduced into the sys­ 
tem thus far by them, viz.: A sole ( Aphor- 
istia) ; a flounder ( PleuronichthysJ, and 
two new genera of flounders. A new ray 
( Raia) ; a sting-ray f Dasybatis) ; a ray of 
a Chinese genus f Platyrrhina), and a ray 
of a new genus; two new Embiotocoids 
(genera Abeona and Brachyistiua) ; three 
new blennies (Xiphister—two species ; 
Apodichthys, one); a new Agonus, and a 
new deep-water tish, which, with one 
previously described by Mr. Lockington, 
seems to constitute a new family ( Icostei- 
die), and, finally, no less than thirteen new 
species of the “ rock fish," genus Sebastich- 
thys. These, with the twelve species pre­ 
viously known, are now brought into the 
San Francisco markets with more or less 
frequency. Most of the new species are 
from deep water, and were not in the mar­ 
kets in Dr. Ayres’ time, twenty years ago, 
since which time no one has attentively- 
studied this group on our coast. Numer­ 
ous species known from further south have 
been added to the United States fauna. 
Notable among these are eight sharks : the 
great basking shark ( Cetorhinus); the man- 
eater f Carcltarodon); the tiger shark (Gal- 
eocerdoJ; the mackerel shark (Isurus); 
the swelling shark ( CephaloscyUium): the 
horned shark ( PleurocromylonJ; the blue 
shark ( Carcharinus); anil the oil shark 
f Galeorhinus ). 
A T h o ro u g h br ed T a ste.—Some men 
are born with thoroughbred instincts. It 
is a ruling passion, and at death’s door is 
often demonstrated. Charlie B. of Scott 
county, Kentucky, is one of your regular 
thoroughbreds. If drawn into a fight, he 
never surrenders. In chasing a grizzly, 
should the animal he brought to bay, he 
will face the music like a brave disciple of 
Daniel Boone. In short, Charlie did not 
know what it was to back out of a scrape. 
He could knock down, drag out and lick 
any man in Scott county, if fight was the 
word. In a recent hunt up in the moun­ 
tains near his home, Charlie at length met 
his match. He was lying in wait for a 
good shot at a wild goat, musing upon the 
many savory meals one of them would af­ 
ford. Suddenly, ascending from a gorge 
to the right, a big buck mountain goat 
made his appearance.

W hat rate there is on the coins named we 
cannot tell, as there is no regular quotation 
here. The dollar of 1853 we should judge 
as rating high.

attempted to poiDt out how the approach of 
earthquakes may be foretold, but we have 
d o knowledge of any plan that has suc­ 
ceeded. 
The latest note on the subject is 
concerning Professor Palmieri’s plan. In a 
recent lecture he expresed the belief that by 
means of seismographic stations, tele­ 
graphically connected, for registering and 
reporting preliminary earth tremblings, it 
wmild be possible to foretell earthquakes 
just as tempest are now foretold, and to 
issue warnings to threatened districts 
about three days in advance. He did not 
expect to live to see such a system in 
operation, but he hoped and in a measure ex­ 
pected that posterity would be benefited by 
its universal and permanent establish­ 
ment. 
E lectric L ig h t.—J. IT. M., Sacra­ 
mento : AA’e believe you are right. It has 
seemed to us that the intense bluish white 
of the electric light was injurious 
to the eyesight. We know of many 
who complain of its trying effects. 
This is not true when tinted shades are put 
about the light. In this connection we 
clip the following from an exchange : A 
Russian correspondent of the Paris Ttmps 
speaks as follows as regards this matter : 
Kronstadt was tho first city in Russia 
where the electric light was introduced 
into public and private buildings, and it 
has also been the first to discover its incon­ 
veniences. Diseases of the eyes having be­ 
come more frequent, the attention of the 
Government and of oculists has been 
turned towards the means of preventing 
these sad effects. The officer commanding 
the Black Sea fleet has reported several 
cases of the sudden loss of sight caused by 
the dazzling of these lights used on board, 
and having an illuminating power of 14,­ 
000 candles. 
Dr. Lubinski, a specialist, 
and an authority in these matters, has in­ 
vestigated this question, and finds that the 
use of blue glasses is the best protection 
against the Jablochkoff light. Next to this 
comes the gray glasses, and then the violet. 
Clear yellow tints, and also red, should be 
carefully avoided, for instead of decreasing 
the ill effects of the electric light upon the 
eye, these colors render it more injurióos.

A lcohol and D ig e s t io s.—According 
to foreign medical journals, M. Leven has 
been investigating the question of the 
quantity of aicohol which should be taken 
to facilitate digestion, and, consequently, 
tho assimilation of food. He demonstrates, 
by conclusive experiments, that an excess 
of alcohol, as 75 grams of brandy to 200 
grams of meat, completely arrests diges­ 
tion ; while 25 grams of brandy with the 
same weight of meat will, on the contrary, 
have a very powerful effect on the diges­ 
tion. The quality of the alcohol used is of 
no less importance. Dr. Ilabuteau lias 
studied the comparative action of the dif­ 
ferent alcohols of commerce with the great­ 
est care. Etylic or vinous alcohol has 
always yielded the best results. His nu­ 
merous experiments show that even an ex­ 
cess of this kind of alcohol docs not produce 
the injurious effects that are brought onby 
even moderate use of the majority of the 
alcohols of commerce, and especially of 
that variety which contains amylic alcohol. 
Acosrding to him, it is this variety which 
produces the lamentable r«*ults of alco­ 
holism. 


Women as School Officers. 
The Chicago Legal Eeu-s has the follow­ 
ing excellent testimony in favor of women 
as school officers: “ When Judge Brad- 
well, in 1873, introduced in the Legislature 
of this State the bill which is now a law, 
making women eligible to all school officesi 
the opponents of the measure claimed, i 
passed, it would be a dead letter, as women 
would not consent to take office ; aud if 
they did, they would only show that they 
were inefficient ; and that if a woman was 
once elected to a responsible school office 
she would never be re-elected. The bill 
became a law, and the very first year 
fourteen women were elected County Su­ 
perintendents of Schools ; and the Hon. 
Newton Bateman, State Superintendent, 
gave it as his opinion that the average abil­ 
ity of the women that were elected was 
higher than that of the men. Every year 
since the passage of the bill Illinois has had 
quite a number of women Superintendents, 
all of whom have proved faithful, efficient 
officers, and not a defaulter has beeu 
fouud among them ; 
and 
this 
is 
more 
than 
can 
be 
said of 
all 
their brother Superintendents. A number 
of these women Superintendents have, 
from time to time, been re elected. Among 
them we will mention Mrs. West, of Gales­ 
burg, who is one of the most capable Su­ 
perintendents in the State ; aud Mrs. Mary 
L. Carpenter, who was elected at the first 
electiou under the law, and has been re­ 
elected at every election since. She lias 
just entered upon her seventh year as Su­ 
perintendent of the public schools of NN in- 
nebago county, one of the best counties in 
the State. During the six years Mrs. Car­ 
penter has held the office she has examined 
1,S29 applicants for teachers’ certificates, 
granted 1,207 applications, and refused to 
grant certificates to 562 applicants. The 
number rejected shows that Mrs. Carpen­ 
ter can say no, as well as yes, when her 
official duty requires it. We hear nothing 
but golden opinions expressed of Mrs. 
Carpenter and her ability. It is very evi­ 
dent she must have given entire satisfac­ 
tion, or she would not have been re-elected 
the number of times she has.” 
Receipts. 
C e m en t for I ron a n d Stonk.— A mix­ 
ture of litharge aud glycerine hardens 
rapidly, and is said to make an excellent 
and durable cement for iron or stone work. 
It is not affected by exposure. 
To T a k e M a r k in g I nk out o f L in e n .— 
A saturated solution of cynauret of potas­ 
sium, applied with a camel’s hair brush. 
After the marking ink disappears the linen 
should bo well washed in cold water. 
To R emoyf. G re a s e .—Grease on a car­ 
pet, if not of too long standing, can tie 
readily disposed of by washing the spot 
with hot soap-suds and borax—half an 
ounce of borax to gallon of water. Use a 
clean cloth to wash it with, rinse in warm 
water and wipe dry. 
R em o ving H a r d P utty.—-Hard putty, 
it is said, can be removed from a window- 
saah with great readiness by simply apply­ 
ing a piece of heated metal, such as a sol­ 
dering iron or other similar instrument. 
When heated—but not red hot—tho iron 
is to Iks passed slowly over the putty, which 
is thereby rendered so soft as to be easily 
parted from the wood. 
C abbagk T est P a p e r .—A useful test- 
paper may be made by boiling a pound of 
the leaves of red cabbage in one pint of 
water for some time, and then straining 
the blue liquor through muslin. Evapor­ 
ate to about half its bulk ; place layers of 
white blotting-paper in the liquid, and 
then hang them up to dry. Acids change 
the blue color of the paper to red, and 
alkalies turn it green. This is a very good 
substitute for litmus paper. 
To P r e ser v e and R en o v a te R ubber 
I n str u m en ts.—It is well known that many 
articles and instruments made of rubber 
are apt to become dry with time, and to 
crack, grow brittle, and lose all elasticity. 
According to a Russian journal, this may 
be prevented by the use of a simple mix­ 
ture of one part aqua ammonia with two 
parts of water, in w hich the articles should 
be immersed for a length of time varying 
from a few minutes to one half or one 
hour, until they resume their former elas­ 
ticity, smoothness and softness. 
O il M a r k s o n W a ll P a p e r .—Oil marks 
on wall paper, or the marks where incon­ 
siderate people rest their heads, are a sore 
grief to good housekeepers, but they can 
be removed without much trouble. Take 
pipe clay or fuller’s earth, and make it into 
a paste, about as thick as rich cream, with 
cold w ater; lay it on the satin gently, 
without rubbing it in ; leave it on all night. 
It will be dry by morning, when it can bo 
brushed off, and unless an old stain, the 
grease spots will have disappeared. If old, 
renew the application. 
To T a k e O ut I n k from W oolens.— 
Tf ink is spilled on a carpet or woolen arti­ 
cle it should be attended to at once while 
still wet, if possible, and then is easily re­ 
moved. Take clean blotting paper or cot­ 
ton batting and gently sop up all the ink 
that has not soaked in. Then pour a little 
sweet milk on the spot and soak it up from 
the carpet with fresh cotton hatting. It 
will need to be renewed two or three times, 
fresh milk ami cotton being used each 
time, and the spot will disappear. Then 
wash the spot with clean soap-suds and 
rub dry with a clean cloth. If the ink has 
been allowed to dry in, the milk must re­ 
main longer and be repeated many times. 
To M a k e C o u rt P la ster.— Soak isin­ 
glass in a little warm water for 74 hours; 
then evaporate nearly all the water by gen­ 
tle heat; dissolve the residue iu a little di­ 
luted alcohol, and strain the whole through 
a piece of open linen. The strained mass 
should be a stiff jelly when cold. Now- 
stretch a piece of silk or sarsi net on a 
wooden frame, and fix it tight with tacks 
or pack thread. Melt the jelly nrd apply it 
to the silk thinly and evenly with a Ladger- 
hair brush. A second coating must be ap­ 
plied when the first has dried. When both 
are dry, apply over the whole surface two 
or three coatings of the balsam of Peru. 
Plaster thus made is very pliable, and 
never breaks. 
To C lean M a r b le.— Marble, soiled 
from ordinary use, can be nicely cleaned in 
the following manner : Pulverize a little 
bluestone, and mix with four ounces of 
whiting; add to these four ounces of soft 
soap and one ounce of soda dissolved in a 
very little 'water. Boil this preparation 
over a slow fire fifteen minutes, stirring all 
the time. Lay it on the marble while Tiot, 
with a clean brush. Let it remain half an 
hour ; then wash off in clean suds, wipe 
dry and polish by quick rubbing. Marble 
which has become soiled from smoke may 
be cleaned as follows : Moisten powdered 
quicklime with a strong solution of wash­ 
ing soda in hot water ; brush this over the 
stone and let it dry. Brush off, wash with 
plenty of water, and polish with a little 
tripoli. 
H in t s for P r e ser v in g F r u its. — A 
useful hint to cooks was given at a recent 
sanitary convention in Grand Rapids, 
Mich. It was pointed out that by adding 
sugar to sour fruits, during the cooking 
process, the greater part of tho cane sugar 
was converted liy the aid of the acid into 
grape sugar, which docs not possess half 
the sweetening power. By cooking the 
fruit first, and then adding the sugar to an 
agreeable sweetness, a very great deal of 
sugar might be saved. Raspberry, straw­ 
berry and cherry syrups of tho German 
Pharm.acorcpia liars to he made by bruising 
the fruit and letting the marc and juice 
ferment, after which the juice Í3 straiued 
off and filtered. A better ami safer way is 
to add at once to the freshly bruised fruits 
five to six per cent, of alcohol, to let the 
whole stand for some days, deoant and 
filter. Lastly, boil up once to remove tbe 
greater part of the alcohol. Syrnps made 
with juice prepared as above retain in a 
remarkable degree the odor and taste of 
tho fresh fruits. 


A Mount Idaho correspond snt of the 
Dayton, \X. T., Chronicle says that Geo.

Miss Neilson, who 
some years ago delighted them with her 
passionate personation of Juliet in “ Ro­ 
meo and Ju lie t,” and they undoubtedly 
regretted to learn of her untimely and al­ 
most tragical death. 
Entire Paris has been 
very much exercised over the circumstance, 
which has served as another proof that the 
monster death often makes his appearance 
at untimely hours. 
Miss Neilson was ex­ 
tremely fond of Paris, and whenever her 
engagements perm itted she crossed the 
Channel to enjoy drives to the Bois de 
Boulogne and the many beautiful monu­ 
ments with 
which the French capital 
abounds. 
I t is said she had already signed 
an engagement with an American manager 
for the ensuing winter, but had intended 
before leaving England to give some repre­ 
sentations in London at the request of her 
numerous friends and admirers—“ Fhomme 
propose et Dieti dispose." During this visit 
to Paris Miss Neilson was accompanied by 
a dame de compagnie, a femme de chambre 
and a secretary. 
One day very recently, 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon,

In her landau, as was her custom each 
day ; she was dressed all in white, with a 
large white straw hat trimmed in white 
lace, and presented a very pretty picture. 
She was accompanied on this occasion by 
her dame de compagnie and a gentlesnan 
acquaintance who boarded at the same 
hotel—the Continental—the newest and 
handsomest hotel of the capital. 
In the 
bois is a vac/ierie, where are to be seen fat 
and well-fed cows, whose milk is much 
appreciated by children and women in 
their drives. Miss Neilson stopped to take 
a bowl of milk and then continued her 
promenade. 
Sho soon felt ill, and drove 
to one of the chalets surrounding the res­ 
taurants and asked for a room in which 
she could repose for a while. 
She was 
shown 
to 
a 
room 
where 
were 
a 
table, 
some 
chairs 
and 
a 
lounge. 
A 
bed 
was 
made 
of 
the 
lounge 
and 
Miss 
NeiUon 
placed 
upon 
it. 
She was soon taken with fearful pains of 
the stomach, and was so ill that a doctor 
was called, who prescribed hot tea with 
cognac, which relieved her for a time. 
Soon after another crisis came on and the 
sufferings were so great that a physician at 
the Continental Hotel with whom Miss 
Neilson was acquainted was sent for. 
He 
had poultices applied, and gave the patient 
besides some powders. 
She was again re­ 
lieved for a short time, but she was too ill 
to be moved, and arrangements were made 
for her to pass tho night at the chalet. At 
3 o’clock in the morning she was taken 
with such fearful pains aud convulsions 
that her hands tore the covering of the 
lounge on which she lay. 
The doctor was 
immediately sent for, but the distance 
from the bois to the Continental H otel is 
long, and it required some time to awaken 
the physician, for him to dress and drive 
out, so that when he reached the chalet he 
found th at Miss Neilson had breathed her 
last. 
She had died amidst most terrible 
sufferings. 
The authorities had to be in­ 
formed before the body could be removed, 
but the officer on beholding the corpse and 
learning all the particulars, came to the 
conclusion th at the death 
WAS NOT NATURAL 
And ordered an autopsy of the body. 
There was nothing for the friends of the 
actress to do but to obey and subm it to 
the body being carried to the Morgue. 
The following day at 3 o’clock, instead of 
Miss Neilsen, in her lovely toilet, seated in 
her landau, the admired of all the passers- 
by, the body of the actress was rolled in a 
cloth and rattled over the stones in a com­ 
mon wooden box for carriage to th at little 
house on the Seine on whose walls are 
traced in invisible letters the histories of 
many tragedies. 
The physicians who ex­ 
amined the body were obliged to proncunce 
the death natural. 
They stated th at milk, 
although not iced, was sufficient on a warm 
day to chill the bli'od, produce convulsions 
and even death. 
I t seems th at Miss Neil­ 
son comes of a distinguished family. 
Her 
relatives were telegraphed to, and the 
body 
sent 
to 
London. 
It 
Í3 
also 
stated th at as she spoke French very 
fluently, she was negotiating to play the 
role of “ Nana,” which is soon to be repre­ 
sented in oue of the Parisian theaters. 
Miss Neilson was but 29 years old, and had 
time to make further progress in her art. 
She was one of the handsomest actresses 
of the present day, and her sudden death 
and the sad circumstances connected with 
it have excited much commiseration and 
melancholy. 
TI1E LAWS IN FRANCE CONCERNING WOMEN 
Are so abominably barbarous that women, 
in order to obtain justice, which civiliza­ 
tion teaches them is their due, are obliged 
to resort to violent measures in defiance of 
the laws. 
Such was the case at the city of 
Saintes, where a married woman, the 
mother four children, threw vitriol in the 
face of her husband’s mistress. 
Mile. 
Girard du Pemaiue was born at Rochefort. 
She lost her father and mother when very 
young, and was raised by her grandmother. 
At the age of five she went to Saintes, 
which city she never after left. 
She 
was rich, and was besides very beautiful. 
W hen but seventeen years of age she fell 
desperately in love with lxgardeur de 
Tilly, who was a modest employer in a 
railroad office. 
She was so much in love 
with him th at she had her family propose 
to him. 
Mr. de Tilly hastened to accept 
a wife, young, beautiful and rich. Madamo 
de Tilly adored her husband and was a 
most exemplary wife and mother, but she 
began to perceive an unaccountable cool­ 
ness and indifference on the part of her 
husband. 
Sbe suspected him of irregular 
conduct, and or.e day, finding a number of 
bank notes hidden away by her husband, 
sbe wrote to her notary, who informed her 
that Mr. de Tilly had extracted about 
90,000 francs from her fortune. 
Such is 
the law in Franco th at when a woman 
marries and brings with her the dot so 
strictly exacted, she has no control w hat­ 
ever over her fortune, and if he sees fit her 
husband can spend it all, and even give it 
away to another without her being able to 
prevent it. 
This information confirmed

Informed of the event’the commissaire de 
police hastened to arrest Mme. de Tilly, 
who, on seeing him enter ran to tho win­ 
dow to throw herself out, wl.en the officer 
grasped her, for her bony was h if v ay 
through the window. 
As Mme. d ■ Tilly 
entered the carriage which was to conduct 
her to prison,while '.reaping, she &idrcs;ed 
the crowd : 
“ Do you 
despise me for 
what I have done? 
Am I not rather in 
your eyes an honest woman ?” 
And in 
spite of the terrible act which she had 
committed, all hands were stretched to­ 
wards her, and all, men, women and chil­ 
dren 
wept. 
Her 
delicate 
state 
of 
health, aggravated by 
the event, ren­ 
dered 
her 
too 
feeble 
to 
be 
taken 
to 
prison, 
and 
she 
was 
therefore 
conducted to the hospital to await her 
trial. 
All the sym pathy of the public 
was with the wife and mother, yet many 
at the same time pitied the misled and 
unfortunate young girl, while anger and 
indignation were expressed against the 
husband. 
It seems that so long as the 
grandmother lived, she insisted on Mr. de 
Tilly’s retaining his position of employe of 
the railroad company, since she considered 
th at every man should have some occupa­ 
tion. 
A t her death he abandoned his po­ 
sition to lead

And idleness. 
He could find nothing bet­ 
ter to do than to make love to an honest 
little work girl.

deed. Mme. de Tilly is exceedingly beauti­ 
ful, refined and aristocratic, and as she 
related the history of her sufferings, both 
the audience and jury were excited to 
pity. 
The most distinguished citizens of 
Saintes, both ladies and gentlemen, weie 
present at the trial as an expression of 
their sympathy for the unfortunate woman, 
whose entire existence had passed before 
their eyes, and had been an example of 
GOODNESS AND VIRTUE. 
The ouvriere 
was called as a witness, 
and ordered to show her face to the jury ; 
her left eye was gone and the upper part 
of one side of her face entirely disfigured. 
The physician stated th at the right eye 
was saved, and th atth e disfigun mentof the 
face would almost entirely diiappear by 
applying skin taken from another body. 
Mme. de Tilly had her husband give the 
girl 20,000 francs. 
As 
was predicted 
by all 
persons, Mme. 
de 
Tilly was 
acquitted. 
Poor woman ! 
H er days they 
say are numbered, for she is dying with 
consumption, yet those days 
will 
be 
more gloomy 
to 
her 
than 
to 
the 
ordinary invalid. 
The husband did not 
appear 
at 
the trial, 
but 
left 
for 
Paris to escape the indignation and per­ 
haps violence of the inhabitants of Saintes. 
Although one cannot help feeling com­ 
miseration for tho unfortunate young os r- 
riere, the women of France are indebted to 
Madame de Tilly for more than they real­ 
ize. 
This sad event has caused much dis­ 
cussion throughout the country, and those 
even who reflect but little cry out that 
there is something wrong with the law else 
such misfortunes would not occur. 
In fact 
there are 
TWO CULPRITS— 
The man and the law —the law which gives 
so little protection to the woman. Did di­ 
vorce exist in France Mme. de Tilly could 
have spared herself years of suffering and 
insured the future independence of her 
children. 
The man is perhaps less to 
blame than 
society, which 
howsoever 
severe in regard to his actions with man, 
closes its eyes to his conduct towards 
woman. 
On a high eminence in the very center 
of the Bois de Meudon may be seen an 
immense building on a near road 
to 
completion.

solidity 
has 
been 
the 
chief

There arc two buildings almost adjoining ; 
one is intended for aged priests, the other 
for orphan boys, both erected by 
THE DUCHESS OF G ALLI ERA, 
Who iá one of the rich women of Francet 
and employs her wealth in this generous 
manner. 
The buildings are magnificent, 
and all the comforts invented up to thepri s­ 
ent day are to be brought into requisition 
for the aged priests, as well as all advan­ 
tages to be furnished to the orphan Hoys. 
The good th at wealth may perform when 
the owner is dictated by generous and no­ 
ble sentiments ! Each year a greater number 
of Americans come to Paris for a consider­ 
able length of time ; not the rich, as was 
only the case in times gone by, but artists 
and students whom poverty and illness 
sometimes overtake. 
There arc hospitals 
erected at Paris by the representatives of 
different nations, but there exists no hos­ 
pital for Americans. 
W hat an excellent 
opportunity 
to 
do 
good 
and 
earn 
the 
lasting gratitude of 
her 
coun­ 
trymen 
for a 
rich 
American woman 
(the richest in the world) to construct 
at Paris, where she resides, a hospital for 
her suffering compatriota ! 
An anecdote is told of the Duchess of 
Galliera which proves the magnificence of 
her manner of giving. 
Some time ago, 
when on a visit to the building being 
erected through her generosity, she per­ 
ceived the architect mounting the hill in 
his buggy, drawn by a horse which seemed 
scarcely equal to the task. 
“ You find 
some difficulty in reaching this high emi­ 
nence with th at conveyance ? ’ she said to 
him. 
“ Still it will have to do,” he an­ 
swered, “ as it is the best and only one I 
own.” 
The next day he received as a gift 
from the Duchess a handsome carriage and 
two magnificent horses. 
The Cathedral of Cologne, the first stone 
of which was laid on the 11th of August, 
1248, has just been completed the 14th of 
August, 1S80. 
This time no work was put 
off, and it received its last ornament 632 
years after it had been commenced.

NOVEL 
REASONS. 


Thr Altij tl.iuks the “ bnzzanl ” silver 
dollar ought to be retained in the coinage, 
not merely because it is the real original 
“ dollar of the fathers,” but because it 
“ ¡3 founded upon measures or standards 
“ which are concurrent with the famous 
“ ‘ touchstone ’ measurements of the Great 
“ Pyramid, which gives them a perfect 
“ mathematical indorsement to the world of 
“ science, and a deeper indorsement to 
“ many biblical scholars.” These, truly, 
are weighty 
reasons for retaining the 
“ buzzard ” dollar. 
We might object that 
all the notions which .Mr. Piazzi Smyth 
ha- conceived in regard to the matiie- 
matical significance of the Great Pyramid 
are as yet not only unaccepted by Egyptol­ 
ogists and men of science generally, but 
are for the most part remeted by both. 
Even if this were not the case, however, 
the Alta'a reisons would be none the less 
prcnosterous. 
The silver 
’ollar is objec­ 
tionable because it is not w hat it purports 
to 
>e, anrl because, 
therefore, it is a 
circulating ti. ft, 
the 
full 
acceptance 
and dissemination 
of which throughout 
the nation must drive out boncet money, and 
rob the people by diminishing the purchas­ 
ing power of their earnings. 
T hat these 
results can be affected or modified by Pro­ 
fessor Pi.rzzi Smyth’s ideas about tbs 
mathematical relations of the G reat Pyra­ 
mid is a fancy so grotesque that the .1 ltd 
really deserves some credit for having in­ 
vented so delightful an absurdity. 
We 
shall expect our contemporary to defend 
greenbacks next, on the ground that Kub- 
lai Khaa issued a somewhat, similar cur­ 
rency in the time of Marco Polo, and that 
therefore all lovers of antiquity will be 
pleased by their perpetuation. 
By all 
means, however, let the A ltd continue in 
its new vein. 
It is certainly refreshing as 
a change from the hackneyed stupidities 
w ith which the s.lver lunatics commonly 
defend their beloved swindle. 


THE 
CHISHOLM 
CASE 
AGAIN. 


This celebrated case is again before the 
public, through the trial of two of the 
assassins 
of 
Judge Chisholm and his 
heroic daughter, for the murder of anoth­ 
er of the victims of that diabolical outrage. 
Tiiere does not appear to be any belief that 
they will be converted, however. 
Missis­ 
sippi juries do not regard the assassination 
of Republicans as criminal, not even when 
the victims happen lo be women and child­ 
ren. 
The probability is that this jury 
will cither find the defendants not guilty, 
or disagree. 
The Chisholm case has 
dragged along for years now, aad no one 
of the infamous scoundrels who committed 
the murder has been punished, or is likely 
to be. 
Indeed there is reason to believe 
th a t the officers who have conducted the 
prosecution have had to face tnc mt-nace 
of assassination continually, and it is really 
somewhat singular that no other murders 
have yet grown out of the case. 
In Missis­ 
sippi, as in most Southern States, murder 
has long ceased to be regarded with horror 
or indignation, and political m urder is 
rather looked upon as a duty than au of­ 


fense against society. 


The cowardice and insincerity of party 
managers have repeatedly brought their 
organizations from prosperity to decline. 
At the present time this cowardice and in­ 
sincerity prevent both the great parties 
from taking bold positions on w hat are 
rtally the most im portant issues before the 
country. 
They have sought to leave these 
vital questions open, and have endeavored 
to take obscure and ambiguous attitudes in 
regard to them. 
To their course the re­ 
marks of Dr. Woolsey, iu liis treatise on 
political science, apply forcibly. He says : 
“ I t may be made a question of political 
“ morality to w hat extent and in what 
“ cases open questions ought to he allowed 
“ in party 
organizations. 
Iu 
general 
“ measures of vast importance, affecting 
“ the vital interests of the State at the 
“ moment, the passage of which cannot bo 
“ postponed without prejudice to national 
“ interests, can by no means be made open 
“ questions. 
The head of a party who 
“ would perm it such questions to he held 
“ or rejected within its lines, ought to 
“ sink 
iuto contempt, as a man who 
“ sought to keep in power by having as 
“ few principles as possible. 
The same 
“ contempt is justly bestowed on a party 
“ which will have no declaration of prin- 
“ cipies on the most im portant principles, 
“ or only a declaration which can look both 
“ ways. 
More than once the parties 
“ in 
the 
United 
States 
have 
been 
“ afraid to take bold measures on ques­ 
ti o n s vitally affecting the interests of 
“ the country.” 
N ot only is this so, but 
it is evident th at the disposition of party 
managers to keep grave questions open, 
and to avoid committal upon them, is in­ 
creasing constantly. 
Both th9 Repub­ 
licans and Democrats have within the 
past 
ten 
years 
given 
the 
most 
discreditable exhibitions of their cowardice 
and insincerity. 
The Democracy has dis­ 
played these qualities most nakedly, and 
has thus earned the distrust of the major­ 
ity, hut there have been periods when 
nothing but the odiousness of the alterna­ 
tive would have retained the support of 
the masses to the Republican party. 
The 
tendency of party leaders is to hold the 
organization hack whenever possible, be­ 
cause a forward movement involves the 
formation of new issues, and because it is 
diliicult to tell in advance whether the 
party will harmonize on new issues. 
For 
the same reason when questions arise 
which cannot he labeled and classified ac­ 
cording to orthodox party methods, a3 for 
example, the currency and silver ques­ 
tions, party leaders exhibit the strongest 
reluctance to touch them at all, and will 
generally rather stultify themselves than 
take up a cléar position on such subjects. 
W hat they desire most is to hold the 
strength of the party together, and there­ 
fore they always prefer to adhere to the 
discussion of principles the place of which 
is already thoroughly ascertained, and con­ 
cerning which everybody has long since 
made up their minds. 
Mr. Burke once 
undertook to define the politician as a phi­ 
losopher in action, but he is certainly a 
philosopher who entertains a most unphilo- 
sopliical dread of progress. 
The result of 
his conservatism is au absence of conviction 
which, however convenient to him (much a3 
the absence of a backbone might be useful 
to a professional contortionist), Í3 apt to 
prove wearisome if not disgustingto the pub­ 
lic. All he seeks is rtability of party policy. 
His motto is “ Best, and be thankful.” 
When new issues obtrude themselves he 
tries to iguore them, and if th at cannot be 
done he goes round them, or he treats 
them as ambiguously as possible. 
An in­ 
evitable effect of tlii3 insincerity is that 
when the new issues happen to be really 
grave, those who appreciate their impor­ 
tance find it no longer possible to rely upon 
the old parties for help in regard to them. 
So it follows th at the very methods taken 
; by. the party leaders to get rid of the new 
I is3ue3, and to prevent them from affecting 
the harmony of the organization, re-ult iu 
destroying that harmony, and in creating 
: schisms which may prove fatal. 
In the 
I 


' case of such an issue as the silver question 
the attem pt of party managers to ignore ;t 
, must prove futile, for the reason th at the 
• issue is not in any sense a passive one. 
A 
'.aw has been passed providing for th»eoin- 
ago of from two or four millions of silver 
dollars a month. 
Every month, therefore, 
the accumulation of silver increases, and 
the operation of the law has only to be 
continued for this accumulation to deter­ 
! mine the whole question itself, by bursting 
: its hounds 
and 
flooding the 
country. 
W hether the politicians keep quiet or not 
: this or something like it must happen if 
the law remains in lorce, and therefore 
' cowardice ¡3 here peculiarly fatuous and 
j ineffective. 


The reason why both parties are so timid 
and infirm of purpose on these im portant 
questions is, however, the next point to be 
! determined, for upon the correct ascer­ 
tainm ent nl this depends the possibility of 
apply ing a remedy. The true cause of party 
: cowardice is, we affirm, the abuse of party 
patronage. 
A t present the great parties 
are enabled to set before themselves great 
prizes. 
An army of place-holders is to be 
provided for. 
A hundred thousand sub­ 
stantial rewards arc iu the gift of the vic­ 
tors. 
Every seat in Congress represents a 
distributing point for this profuse patron­ 
age, and the consequence of this state of 
things is that parties are managed w ith a 
• main view to the acquisition and distribu­ 
tion of the spoils, and that lire maintenance 
' of principles and the beneficent conduct of 
the Government are secondary and wholly' 
subordinate considerations. 
They are em­ 
; ployed only for the purpose of retaining 
public confidence. 
They are looked upon 
much as theatrical properties, to be flung 
aside as soon as the play is over. 
The 
| great absorbing interest of party politics is 
j the offices, and everything else is merely 
j accessory. 
Platforms are not drawn up 
j with a single eye to the significance of liv­ 
ing principles or the requirements of the 
body politic. 
The controlling idta is cau­ 
tious deference for all dissenting opinion, 
and a liberal contem pt for what people 
Í who 
are 
not 
professional 
politicians 
call 
conviction. 
“ Practical 
politics,” 
as it has been callsd, is in short the 
cold-blooded 
employment 
of 
certain 
: forms of expression representing no belief 
j whatever, for the purpose of obtaining 
j public office, or securing the powers and 
, emoluments flowing from the ability to 
; secure or confer such offices. 
The priuci- 
! pies arc there ouly for show, and this is 
why there is so complete an absence of 
statesmanship in modern party platforms. 
These are so framed as to avoid as much 
as possible any expression of opinion upon 
new issues, and upon those which cut 
across parties. 
And so long as the pres­ 
ent state of the civil service continues there 
will be no improvement in this respect, for 
the obvious reason that w hen spoils form 
the core of political effort and energy, it 
must be impossible to interest in politics 
any other class than th at which looks 
; upon spoils as the Alpha and the Omega 
1 of political ambition. 
The system, in fact, 
i dictates the character of the men who 


administer it. 
If they are cowardly, j 
insincere, w ithout convictions, 
w ithout 
patriotism, absorbed in selfish greed, caring 
for nothing but spoils, it is simply because 
the system neither calls for nor couute- ¡ 
nances any other kind of men. 
It is there­ 
fore useless to imagine th at the tone of 
American politics can be elevated so long 
as the core of the system remains w hat it 
is. 
Before we can have courageous and 
patriotic politics, wo must have a political 
field capable of attracting statesmen and 
patriots, men of honor and intelligence 
and unselfish public spirit. 


That is to say, we must have Civil Serv­ 
ice Reform. 
No m atter where we begin 
the analysis of the evils which affect our 
politics, we shall be brought hack to this 
conclusion in the end. 
AU other at­ 
tempted remedies are feeble and ineffi­ 
cient. 
None go to the root of the disease. 
The vast patronage of the Government 
must be taken oat of politics. 
T hat is the 
one effective cure for cowardice and insin­ 
cerity and lack of statesmanship and parti­ 
san 
pettifogging generally. 
T hat this 
can he done admits of no controversy. 
It 
has been achieved in England, which coun­ 
try has gone through our experience in all 
particulars, and in every phase, but has 
outstripped us in the work of reform. 
A 
quarter of a century ago abuse of patronage 
wa9 as rife there as it is here to-day. 
Thus when a change of parties occurred 
there was the same “ clean sweep ” which 
signalizes our change of administration. 
But the other day the Conservative party 
was beaten overwhelmingly, and the Lib­ 
eral party went into power ; and this great 
change caused the substitution of precisely 
thirty-six officers throughout the United 
Kingdom. 
This ha3 been accomplished in 
England w ithout affecting in the least de­ 
gree the energy or enthusiasm of party 
warfare. It has abolished the spoils motive 
in politics, but it has in so doing broadened 
the political arena, and made it eligible to 
the highest mind3. 
All this can he done in 
the United States as well as in England. 
Perhaps not as easily, but nevertheless 
it l:ae to be done. 
Thus far the peo­ 
ple have failed to recognize the urgent 
necessity for it. 
They have been dis­ 
gusted and shocked by party cowardice and 
insincerity, but they have merely turned 
from one party to the other, and no relief 
was to he had in th at way. 
The abolition 
of the spoils system, the lifting of the 
whole civil service out of politics, the de­ 
privation of Congressional patronage, the 
elimination of all the influences which breed 
corruption and so attract the foul things 
which batten thereon—these are the steps 
which it is necessary to take before it can 
be expected that parties will become truly 
representative 
and 
progressive, 
and 
capable of guarding the national interests 
boldly and wisely. Nor must the difficulty 
of the enterprise appal lthe country. 
The 
need of pressure is after all at one point 
chiefly. 
The people can always compass 
the reforms here outlined by making it 
understood th at nothing less will satisfy 
them. 
To do this they have but to sup­ 
port those who are willing to devote them ­ 
selves to reform. 
H itherto reform was 
impossible, 
because 
whoever 
entered 
politics was compelled to employ the old 
corrupt machinery, and, employing it, wa3 
fettered by it. 
Let the people determine 
th at those who stand for public interests 
shall be upheld, and there will be no lack 
of champions. 
W hen opinion is ripe the 
reform will bo accomplished, and mean­ 
time we have sought to help it forward by' 
showing th at ail thoughts of better things 
are vain and idle so long as the system re­ 
mains w hat it is, and therefore excludes 
from the public service the only men who 
could be expected to do better.

Several attem pts have 
already been 
made to forestall the exhibits of the new 
census. 
As a m atter of course none of 
these calculations possess any fixed author­ 
ity, but there is reason to believe that one 
at least or them approximates the truth 
very nearly. 
Thi3 one has been made by 
the Chicago Times, and is clearly more 
trustw orthy than the table recently pub­ 
lished by the New York Herald. 
W e give 
the recapitulation of the Time*' table, 
which is divided into geographical sections 
for gTeater convenience, and which gives 
the results of the two previous censuses :

The percentage ot increase in the differ­ 
ent sections is a3 follows : 
New England, 
13; Middle States, 15; Southern States, 
20 ; W estern States, 27 ; Pacific States, 
37. 
It will be seen th at the increase of 
the Pacific States is considerably greater 
than that of any other part of the country. 
The a'leged increase of the Southern States 
fully explains the suspicions which have 
arisen as to the genuineness of the returns 
from th at section. 
It is, aa everyone must 
perceive, not only improbable, but impos­ 
sible, that the States of the South—which 
have been deprived of immigration, which 
have been depleted by the negro exodus, 
which have suffered from lack of capital 
and enterprise, which have been discred­ 
ited on the one hand by repudiation, on 
the other by political anarchy—should 
have increased in population more, and 
greatly more, than the New England and 
Middle States, and within one per cent, 
as much as the W estern States, whioh 
have been the focus of a steady stream of 
immigration all the time, and have been 
built up by every influence and agency 
which can contribute to the prosperity of 
a region. 
So notorious arc these facts th at 
controveray iu regard to them is impossi­ 
ble, and the conclusion th at the Southern 
census has been stuffed is therefore quite 
unavoidable. 
Apart from this, the rapid 
growth of the W est unmistakably points 
to the change in the seat of political em­ 
pire which is forecast, while it is made 
apparent that if the ballot were once free 
in the South th at section would in a few 
years become incapable of contesting the 
control of the Government with the North 
and W est. 
The 
most serious feature 
of the new census is the indication it af­ 
fords of the growing concentration of popu­ 
lation. 
The great cities have in the last 
ten years absorbed far more than their 
share of the increase. 
They are becoming 
bloated at the expense of the country dis­ 
tricts, and the larger the urban population 
the greater is the danger of corrupt and 
communistic politics. 
The rural districts 
havo not indeed throughout the W est sup­ 
plied that conservatism which elsewhere 
has been their chief characteristic. 
A t 
some points the political relations of the 
cities and the country have in fact been 
changed, and the .former have acted as 
checks upon the communism of the latter. 
These occurrences, however, aie abnormal 
and exceptional, and the natural function 


of the country population is conservative. 
The undue growth of the city population 
implies the dangerous increase of th at pro­ 
letariat which is often, if not always, the 
readiest material for demagogues and mis­ 
chievous agitators, and which is difficult to 
handle in proportion to its ignorance, pro­ 
fligacy and impecuniosity. 
This has been 
the subject of much anxious consideration 
of late years, but no practical remedy has 
yet been suggested, and probably if such a 
remedy is found it will grow out of the 
situation rather than be invented independ­ 
ently. 
It will be seen th at if the figures 
we have used are approximately correct, 
the general increase of population has been 
far greater and more rapid than was antici­ 
pated. 
Until it is ascertained w hat the 
extent of the Southern census frauds ha3 
been, however, it will not be possible to 
estimate the precise amount of the gains 
made. 


THE 
ELECTION 
OF COUNTY 
OFFICERS. 


W e publish elsewhere a communication 
from a member of the Sacramento bar, on 
the question of the election of county offi­ 
cers this year. 
Our correspondent is con­ 
vinced th at the recent decision of the Su­ 
preme Court invalidating the County Gov­ 
ernment bill dees not obviate the necessity 
of electing county officers, and his argu­ 
ment is certainly a veiy clear and strong 
one. 
The Censtitution, according to his 
interpretation, renders it unavoidable that 
there should be an election of county offi­ 
cers this year, inasmuch as it has decreed 
that the terms of all the present incum­ 
bents shall be shortened one year, and has 
further provided th at their successors shall 
be elected “ at the last election before the 
“ expiration of their term s.” 
As under 
the Constitution the expiration of their 
terms occurs in March, 1SS1, it would 
seem to follow that their successors must 
be chosen this fall, and if our corre­ 
spondent is right in asserting th at the 
constitutional provisions to which he re­ 
fers “ do not need the assistance of a 
“ proclamation of the Governor or Board 
“ of Supervisors to call for the election of 
“ these officers,” then the candidates for 
county offices 
are 
justified 
in 
going 
on with their canvass, and the people are 
warranted in making nominations for these 
offices where this has not yet been done. 
As, however, the opinions of lawyers de­ 
livered unofficially are necessarily without 
special authority, and as in all probability 
there will be found lawyers who will take 
an opposite view of the situation, it is evi­ 
dent that the uncertainty of the case can­ 
not be removed by these methods. 
The 
most direct way to ascertain the law would 
be to get an agreed case before the Su­ 
preme Court, supposing 
th at feasible, 
though even then there would be no cer­ 
tainty as to the receipt of a decision in 
tim e for the coming election. 
Failing an 
authoritative decision of the m atter can­ 
didates may regard it as safest to act as 
though the election were to be held, for if 
the people vote on the candidates, and the 
Court decides the election to have been a 
legal one, those who run will havo the 
best position. 
The fact th at the present 
incumbents cannot hold after next March 
w ithout an apparent violation of the Con­ 
stitution seems to fortify the position of 
our correspondent very strongly, for the 
possibility of such an occurrence can hardly 
have been present to the minds of those 
who favored the instrum ent, though we 
are 
well 
aware 
th at 
it 
is unsafe 
to assume th at they knew what they were 
doing. 
The present muddle is only a 
slight example of the embarrassments and 
confusions which that amazing Convention 
of impracticables prepared for the people of 
California, however, and perhaps it is not 
just th at the Supreme Court should he 
accused of endeavoring to add to the en­ 
tanglement by its rulings. 
It m ust.be 
realized that no Court has ever before had 
to construe such an organic law, and that 
it must in the nature of things be impos­ 
sible for even the most learned Judges to 
discover the meaning of jurists who very 
possibly did not understand the tendencies 
of their own action. 
W e are only begin­ 
ning to find out w hat the new Constitution 
has in store for us moreover, and in view 
of the probability th at there is much worse 
to follow it will be prudent to cultivate pa­ 
tience and resignation, at least until the 
community has been satiated with the ex­ 
periment, and is prepared to modify or re­ 
peal it.

AT

The lynching of negroes by Southern 
mobs has become eo ordinary an occurrence 
as scarcely to. excite remark, 
but the 
phenomenon ne vertheless calls forthe most 
energetic protest, and indicates an abnor­ 
mal state cf society. 
In the States where 
it is most common, there is no pretense 
that the machinery of justice is crippled 
or corrupt. 
I t ha3 never been claimed 
that summary and lawless modes of pun­ 
ishment were had recourse to because the 
conviction of criminals was uncertain. 
So 
far as can be perceived negro criminals at 
the South receive the full measure of their 
offenses when they are brought before the 
Courts. 
The only explanation of the pas­ 
sion for lynching which has become so com­ 
mon is, th at the Courts do not punish all 
offenses w ith death, while the lynchers 
do. 
In other 
words 
these 
lynchings 
are 
at 
bottom 
neither more nor less 
than 
systematic 
methods 
of 
terror­ 
izing 
the 
colored 
people by 
making 
them believe 
th at 
all 
their 
offenses 
are to be regarded as capital. 
There have 
been hundreds of foul murders committed 
by white men in the South, hut unless the 
murderer happene l to be a Republican no 
thought of lynching has ever arisen because 
of them. 
W hen Colonel Tom Buford 
assassinated Judge E lliott because the lat­ 
ter had decided a civil suit against him, 
the scoundrel was sympathized with and 
pitied. 
H ad he been a negro it cannot be 
doubted th at all the country would have 
turned out to hang him summarily. 
In 
Mississippi two other villainous white men 
have just been acquitted on the charge of 
murdering a man during the Chisholm 
massacre. 
Nobody doubts tlieir guilt, 
hut no white Mississippi jury can be got to 
convict 
them 
or 
any 
other 
white 
assassins. 
It 
is 
therefore 
perfectly 
clear that Southern lynchings have no 
connection with regard for order and ab­ 
horrence of crime. 
They are rather evi­ 
dences of the chronic defiance of law and 
order which the Southern whites pride 
themselves upon wherever their colored 
fellow-citizens are concerned. 
They hold 
lynching parties just as they organize rcd- 
shirt and rifle clubs. 
It is all a part of the 
well-understood general policy to keep 
down the negroes, and lynching is specially 
favored because it affords a pretext for 
outrage under the cover of regard for soci­ 
ety. 
Every one of these lynchings is an 
assassination, and an indictm ent of the so­ 
ciety th at approves of such lawless work. 
The Southern people perhaps do not realize 
it, but they are giving themselves a very 
bad character by these continuous overrid­ 
ings of the law.

Considerable excitement has recently 
been caused by the statem ents of one John 
J. Mullen, who has just completed a term 
of imprisonment at Auburn, where he was 
sentenced for five years for stealing a dol­ 
lar. 
The fact th at the Rev. Mr. Dooley, 
of the Young Men's Christian Association 
of New York, indorses Mullen’s statem ents 
in many particulars from his own knowl­ 
edge, gives special importance to revela­ 
tions which, if they rested on a convict’s 
word alone, might be deemed unworthy 
of credence ; though why the fact that 
a man has stolen a dollar should make 
him 
undeserving 
of belief we fail to 
perceive. 
However, this 
man Mullen 
tells a very circumstantial story, to the 
effect th at the cruelty used in the treat­ 
ment of the convicts at Auburn is terrible. 
He describes what is called a “ paddling 
“ machine,” iu which the victim is placed 
naked, and beateu with a paddle of hard 
wood, perforated w ith small holes, which 
“ when the skin is struck draws up ribbnas 
“ of flesh until the man is all in tatters.” 
He adds : “ I have seen as many as thirty 
“ m ena day taken in for a dose of the 
“ paddles, and as they came out you could 
“ trace 
each 
man 
across 
the 
yard 
“ by his blood.” 
Men often faint away 
under this 
horrible 
punishment, 
and 
then they -are revived w ith “ Resurrec- 
“ tion W ater,” which is a mixture of mus­ 
tard, pepper, salt and vinegar. 
Another 
instrum ent of torture is “ a sort of bracelet 
“ of gutta-percha, which goes over a man’s 
“ waists, and then it is brailed up to the 
“ edge of the gallery in the jail, and there 
“ he hangs with his toes just resting on 
“ the ground.” 
This torture is inflicted 
for six hours at a time, and it is used for 
the lightest offenses. 
Then there are hide­ 
ous dungeons, carefully darkened and de­ 
prived 
of 
ventilation, in 
which 
men, 
after 
being 
cut 
all 
to 
pieces 
by 
the 
paddles, 
are 
flung 
for 
a 
month 
at 
a 
time, 
and 
starved 
on 
one 
gill of w ater and one ounce of 
bread 
in the twenty-four hours. 
In fact Auburn 
Prison appears to be in a fair way to emu­ 
late the horrors of the Inquisition, and 
M uller declares th at men often die fronj 
the torture, and are then buried like dogs. 
It is in short made manifest th at there is 
something very rotten in the management 
of the penitentiary, and yet this is in the 
State where the Prison Commission has 
obtained a world-wide reputation, and has 
done so much to promote reform elsewhere. 
Certainly a searching investigation is de­ 
manded.■ ■ -

W est of Louisiana, the carpet-bagger, is 
another. 
Judge Bartley, Poole of North 
Caroliua, and Fowler of Tennessee, are 
others. 
Bartley is said to be a claim 
agent of long standing, and one who has 
learned by experience that there can be 
no chances for Buch claims unless Hancock 
is in the W hite House. 
The Gazette 
alleges th at the Southern claims syndicate 
defeated Tilden at Cincinnati because of his 
letter of opposition in 1876. 
They had 
no use for a man who would not put him­ 
self in their hands from the beginning. 
No doubt can be entertained of the réality 
of these Southern claims, or of the per­ 
sistence of those who are engineering them. 
There are millions in them, and it is not

The National Democracy have in their 
platform pretended to accept the consti­ 
tutional amendments as final, but it is not 
safe to trust them, for little more than a 
year ago their Senators in Congress voted 
Bolidly in the opposite direction.

The debate on them was pro­ 
tracted, and from first to last the Demo­ 
crats opposed them under various pretexts, 
and every Democrat voted against them 
on their final passage. 
Some of the more 
adroit Democratic Senators took care to 
avoid saying in debate th at they questioned 
the validity of the amendments, but when 
it came to a vote every man of them was 
found in the negative of Senator Edmund’s 
proposition. 
In effect they proclaimed 
their refusal to adm it the validity of the 
amendments, and rather than accept them 
they were willing to go on the record in this 
position. 
W hen the Democratic members 
of the U nited States Senate, who are natu­ 
rally among the most conservative elements 
of the party, exhibit this temper, it is cer­ 
tainly not extravagant to suspect the entire 
Democratie party of entertaining even 
more pronounced sentiments of hostility to 
the Constitutional Amendments.

his remarks 
uses language which has 
caused him ,to be sharply criticised in his 
turn. 
He said : 
“ Ten thousand times 
“ rather would I vote for an upright mom- 
“ her of the Hebrew race, whose common- 
“ wealth stands in history as the noblest 
“ and most historic, as well as the most 
“ divine, government of men, 
than for 
“ the young gentlemen wlio cannot make 
“ up their mind w hether God exists or no, 
“ or w hether in the body they adorn and 
“ pamper there be a soul which will have 
“ to answer for all they have culpably 
“ done, and all they have culpably failed 
“ to learn.” 
I t has been pointed out that 
the “ young gentlemen.” referred to by the 
Cardinal m ust 
include such names as 
John Stuart Mill, H erbert Spencer, Pro­ 
fessor Clifford, M atthew Arnold, and in 
fact a very large number of learned and 
even venerable persons, who have never 
been charged with “ adorning and pamper­ 
ing ” their bodies, and whose doubts as to 
the government of the universe are cer­ 
tainly as much the hoDest result of candid 
inquiry as is the'Cardinal’s assurance on the 
same question. 
And to this criticism the 
Cardinal appears to have no sufficient 
answer or defense.

VERA 
CRUZ. 


I t is beginning to be realized that the 
loss of the steamship Vera Cruz was almost 
certainly attributable to defects of con­ 
struction which she shared w ith nearly all 
modern steamers. 
Of the strength of her 
hull there is no question, but she was so 
built th at her decks were not protected 
against heavy seas. 
I t is the opinion of 
experienced seamen that a vessel whose 
hull is sound, and whose interior is fully 
protected against the shipment of water, 
ought to defy any storm. 
In the case of 
tho Vera Cruz, however, it has been shown 
th at a heavy sea poured down her hatch­ 
ways and extinguished her fires. 
She then 
lost steerage-way and fell into the trough 
of the sea, and from th at moment became 
helpless and unmanageable. 
N early all 
passenger steamers are weakened and en­ 
dangered in the same way by flimsy deck 
Baloons which yield at once to a heavy sea, 
and which, being swept away, expose the 
between decks and the engine-room to a 


The Vera Cruz did not 
She was sunk by being 
filled with w ater from above. 
No strength 
of hull could have, therefore, saved her 
under the circumstances, and her fate 
should be a warning to the owners of all 
vessels built like her, and to those who 
travel iu them.

Constitution, the terms of all officers elected I 
at the first election under the same shall lie,' 
respectively, one year shorter than the terms 
as fixed by law or by this Constitution ; and 1

ITEMS. 


[From San Francisco exchanges of Septem ber 17th.l 
The steamer Belgic will be due from 
China and Japan on the 21st inst. 
Captain Maury goes out in command of 
the steamer City of Tokio, which sails the 
20th iustant for China and Japan. 
Yesterday a party of Mennonites from 
the East arrived in this city on their way 
to Oregon, where they are to settle. 
Colonel Oscar Woodhams was aillicted 
by a stroke of paralysis on Monday, and 
has not yet recovered from the effects. 
The merchandise exports of the week 
were valued at §363,042—a decreaso of 
§419,800 from those of the previous week. 
The seven fumigators who have been 
engaged in Chinatown for the past six 
weeks have finished their labors and have 
been discharged. 
During the month of August the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad Company loaded and 
sent off to the East 662 cars witii California 
and foreign produce. 
Captain 
Theodore 
H. Goodman was 
unanimously elected Major of the Second 
Infantry last night, in place of Colonel C. 
F. Crocker, who declined. 
Departments Nos. 1 and 2 ot the Su­ 
preme Court adjourned yesterday siue die. 
The Court will open the next teim at Los 
Angeles on the 10th of October. 
Yesterday was tho thirty-first anniver­ 
sary of the arrival of the ship Charlotte, 
from Boston. 
The Charlotte left Boston 
on the 4th of March, 1S49, and made the 
passage in 196 days. 
But few of the pas­ 
sengers of the Cbarlptte arc known to be 
alive. 
A The service of distributing standard dol­ 
lars from the Sub-Treasury at San Fran­ 
cisco free of expense was commenced on 
the 1st instant. 
Up to the present writing 
§24,000 has been stn t off to various banks 
in the interior, mostly among the noi them 
and southern counties, iu sums of §500 to 
§2,000. 
During the past sixty days the 
Sub-Trcasuier has redeemed §200,000 in 
subsidiary silver and paid out about §300,­ 
000. 
R. H. McDonald has published a pamph­ 
let, pledging himseif to donate the sum of 
§100,000 toward au endowment f md, to a 
Board of Trustees or Directors, chosen 
from the religious bodies co-operating in 
the establishment of a Christian universitj-, 
to be made up of the various religious de­ 
nominations of the evangelical Protestant 
faith, for the eduoation and preparation of 
students to preach the gospel. 
The dona­ 
tion is based, among other conditions, on 
the contingency of another §100,000 being 
raised and being paid within three years 
(rom January 1, 1S81. 
The Board of Health and Major-General 
McDowell held a conference meeting on 
Tuesday last, with reference to the selec­ 
tion of quarantine grounds in the harbor. 
The proposed location on Angel Island was 
strenuously objected to by the General, on 
the grouml that the entire island is neces­ 
sary for military and engineering purposes 
for protection ot the city, and that there is 
a scarcity of water, the supply being hardly 
adequate for the present occupants. 
Gen­ 
eral McDowell suggested that, by applica­ 
tion to Congress, the Board could probably 
obtain lands at Point Tibereaux, Marin 
county, which would not interfere with 
military operations, and the w ater supply 
there is abundant. 
I t is expected the 
Board will have a meeting with Secretary 
of W ar Ramsey before his return to W ash­ 
ington.

THE PAVILION. 
The first day, as first days generally arc, 
was one mostly of bustle and preparation, 
and it was not until evening that tho ex­ 
hibition halls began to assume the air of 
taste and symmetrical arrangement they 
have since presented. 
I t is now conceded 
that in this particular all former exhibi­ 
tions have been excelled. 
A glance at tho 
long tables ranging a-omnl aud through the 
halls gives ample proof that notwitlistand- 
iug the prolonged rains, late frosts aud 
general backwardness of the spring, made 
sad havoc with the earlier and choicest, as 
well as most profitable varieties of fruit, tho 
orchards and vineyards of the El Dorado 
District make a most excellent showing in 
the exhibition now in progress here ; and 
when added to the drawbacks already 
enumerated the ravages of the “ codling 
moth” 
upon 
the 
apples 
and 
pears, 
are taken into account, its extent aud 
excellence are really 
remarkable. 
B ut 
for these things, judging from the aispar- 
agii g comparisons made by the exhibitors 
themselves with their display of last year, 
and the still darker ones with what they 
then had a right to expect, the fruit ex­ 
hibit of this year would have been such as 
even California has never yet presented. 
The extent of the fruit interest of this sec­ 
tion makes such a disaster a very serious 
one, aud its dampening effect has undoubt­ 
edly had its influence upon every depart­ 
ment of the fair, in largely reducing the 
number of exhibitors as well as the enthu­ 
siasm of competition which give vitality to 
such exhibitions. 
The pride of El Dorado 
has for years been in her fruit, and it has 
been suddenly and seriously disturbed. 
Even w ith this depression, however, the 
prosperity and progress of the district are 
manifest, as the door and gate receipts 
thus far are somewhat in advance of those 
for the same days last year, and appear­ 
ances indicate that this, the closing day, 
will show a still larger proportional in­ 
crease, points which certainly speak in high 
praise of the energy aud efficiency of the 
Directors. 
In this department C. H. McCune, J. C. 
Marsh, P. J. Isbel, I. S. Bamber, T. O. 
Hardie, Joseph Lyon, J. L. W ymouth aud 
J. O. Hardie of l'lacerville are the chief ex­ 
hibitors, entering from two to thirty speci­ 
mens of the various fruits. 
Kranp Boa. 
of Diamond Springs, and J. G. O’Brien of 
Granite Hill exhibit each some tw enty 
specimens of grapes, embracing all the 
standard and 
many very rare varieties. 
The samples shown by Mr. O'Brien could 
hardly bo excelled. 
Indeed the grape ex­ 
hibit, as a avilóle, is little short ot wonder- 
fuk 
In plums, nectarines and 
prunes, 
also, the display is eminently rich. 
The exhibit of garden products, not so 
sensitive to the effects of an untoward 
season, is proportionately larger, mote 
varied and more to the satisfaction of the 
contributors themselves, and not subjected 
to the disparaging comparisons with the 
display of last year, which inevitably ac­ 
company their explanations in particular­ 
izing their fruits. 
Iu the m atter of jellies, dried fruits, 
preserves, etc., there is a well-varied dis­ 
play, in which the matrons of the farm 
take lively interest and just pride. 
In needle and ornamental fancy work, 
bric-a-brac, etc., there are also many fine 
contributions, w ith active rivalry in com­ 
petition. 
It will doubtless require some 
nice discrimination in these matters to keep 
the judges clear of the censure ot some of 
the fair ones in aw arding the premiums. 
A notable feature of this class is the com­ 
petition for a premium offered for the best 
calico dress of material not to costover 12J 
cents per yard, to be on exhibition and 
worn on the last evening by the maker. 
Mrs. S. A. Evans, Minnie Bryan and 
Mollie Reynolds are competitors for the 
premium to ladies over 18, and Rosa Ryan 
and Annie Reynolds for that to misses 
under that age. 
Their contributions are 
all exceedingly neat aud tasteful, and are, 
it is needless to say, undergoing the closest 
scrutiny by the lady visitors, 
A widely 
varied and highly creditable exhibit in 
the art departm ent is contributed by Miss 
Aggie Blair, embracing some oil paintings 
and sketches from nature, needle and other 
fancy work, all done during the current 
year. 
Iu the class embracing dairy and farm 
products there is quite a good exhibit, 
there being many lady contributors in the 
line of breads, biscuit, etc. 
In the m atter of mining products the ex­ 
hibition is exceedingly meager ; but two of 
the samples arc of a particularly attractive 
character. 
One, a case of specimens of 
cement gravel, from the claims of S. Zerger 
& Co., a few miles from town, shov.s nug­ 
gets of various sizes imbedded just as 
found, and in quantities that bewilder all 
beholders. 
The other, a box of specimens 
of sulphuret rock, heavy enough to lie half 
gold, and marked as assaying §10,000 per 
ton ; these samples are from the “ A rctic” 
mine of Grizzly Flat, now owned by C. H. 
W att, formerly of Sacramento. 
N ext to the gold nuggets just mentioned, 
the exhibit that attracts the most atten­ 
tion, and is looked upon here as of the 
most permanent importance to the county, 
is that of Robert Chalmers, cf the Coloma 
Vineyard. 
Tiiis 
embraces tw enty-eight 
samples of wines aud cordials, including 
all the standard, with some special varieties. 
They are open for sample, and are pro­ 
nounced by judges to be of extra fine qual­ 
ity. 
Kranp Bros., of Diamond Springs, 
are also conspicuous exhibitors in this line, 
and make a line showing.

The principle aimed at by Mr. Guinean in 
the construction of his filter was to overcome 
this objection, and in which lie has been sue- 
cessful. 
The filter consists in the ordinary 
receptacle for the usual filteriug material, 
with a perforated air chamber at the bottom, 
through which the water passes. 
This cham­ 
ber is constantly suppHel with fresh air, by 
means of two tubes extending from it to above 
the top, of which one is somewhat the long­ 
est, to cause the air to pass in through the 
shortest and out of the other, somethihg in 
the nature of the siphon. 
The pressure of 
air upward through the chamber into the fil­ 
tering material also prevents the sediment 
from working downward and causeH it to re­ 
m ain upon the top, enabling the easy removal 
of all foreign substances whenever necessary, 
w ithout the necessity of the trouble and ex­ 
pens i of exchanging all the m aterial and re­ 
packing the filter. 
This improvement will 
' be appreciated by all who have had experi­ 
ence in th at line.

Upoli the outside, 
the brick basement r r first story, is painted 
in imitation of granite. 
Ih e body of 
the building, from its former white, is given 
a cream shade of white or very light drab, 
while 
the trimmings, 
which 
are 
very 
elaborate, are of a darker shade, also upon 
the drab, which brings them strongly into 
relief and causes the structure to have the 
appearance of being very amply supplied with 
ornamentation. 
The ceilings of the portico 
and porches are of sea-green. 
Entering upon the main floor, it is found to 
have been recently very much changed. 
The 
partitions have been removed, the ceiling 
supported w ith pillars, and the whole floor, 
with the exceptiou of the forem ans room in 
the center of the west side, is occupied as 
the 
COMPOSING department. 
The inside of the building has a’so been 
thoroughly repaired throughout, and given 
an exceedingly neat and pleasant appearance. 
The walls on the maiij floor are wainscoted to 
the bight of about five feet, which is grained 
in walnut, and corresponds with the frames 
and cases in the room, which are all made of 
walnut.

all of his sincerity of purpose. 
His aims were high 
and pure, and be wa9 always true to his convictions 
of Christian obligation. 
A large debt of gratitude 
is due to the memory of this noble Christian man, 
and we hereby gratefully recognize ths obligation. 
The Convention then adjourned. 
A t 11 A. M. Elder L ire , of Saratoga, O il., 
occupied the desk, discoursing upon 
the 
“ Promise of Pardon.” 
A t 2 p. m. the Christian W oman’s Home 
Missionary Society held another meeting, 
M rs. W m. Johnston of Richland presiding.

C. N. Post presided at the meet­ 
ing, and etated that the ol j :-ct of the gather- 
1 ing was to secure a union of the ward clubs 
in one central organization, and th at if agree­ 
able it was the desire of the Legion to have 
all clubs come into its organization iu order 
th at there would be but one meeting per 
week, a common headquarters and a com­ 
mon expense list. 
The m atter was discussed 
thoroughly, and a resolution unanimously 
adopted amidst loud applause, as follow s: 
Il& olrrd, That this meeting, held in connection 
with the Republican Lcg-iun, is Hereby deciarod the 
Central Chib Republican organization of the city, 
and that all w a n clubs be invited to unite with this 
organization and become comjiouent parts thereof.

He referred at length to the history of the 
Republican party, and the debt created by 
the acts of the Demociacy, l>y whom the na- 
tiun was burdened with a great debt, 
lie 
took up the Chinese question, and said that 
the Democratic patty at heart to-day be­ 
lieves in the natural servility of the negro, 
and th at his proper condition is th at of a 
slave. 
They want in the South slave labor, 
and failing that, they want the next most 
servile, and th at is coolie, or Chinese labor. 
That, he said, accounts for the silence of 
General Hancock, in his letter, on the Chi­ 
nese question. 
lie was afraid to pledge him­ 
self to a positive opposition to Chiuese immi­ 
gration. 
But, on the other hand, General 
Garfield has pledged himself in the strongest 
manner, and announced the reason for the 
faith in him in resisting the Chinese flood 
that threatens to overwhelm the country. 
George E. M cStay of Stockton was the 
next speaker. 
He said he was limited to five 
minutes to tell all he knew about Republi­ 
canism in San Joaquin, but it could not be 
done in such a time ; but he would say that 
the Republicans of San Joaquin are up and 
doing, are united, working shoulder to shoul­ 
der, and troubled with no dissensions. 
They 
are organizing all over the county, and are 
daily gaining recruits from the enemy and 
adding to the rolls of the party hourly. 
H e 
concluded with an eloquent appeal for united 
and earnest work for the success of the ticket. 
His remarks were often applauded. 
A t the conclusion of the spsaking the 
meeting adjourned with three cheers for G ar­ 
field aud A rthur.

DEUiORALTZEB 
BOARD. 


Tha State Board of Equalization yester­ 
day, ju st prior to the afternoon session, was a 
thoroughly demoralized organization. 
The 
Supreme Court decision had apparently taken 
all the starch out of it. The room.*, forweeks 
the scene of the moet lively activity, w.ore a 
dejected and deserted air. 
The members 
straggled in and dropped into chairs in a 
limp sort of way, like unto the lifeless de­ 
scent of a well wrung dish-rag into an empty 
pan. 
The desks were littered with bits of 
paper, which the nervous fingers of the un­ 
settled members had torn as an accompani­ 
m ent to their muddled cogitations. 
The 
Clerk, heretofore eo active, l ustled about in 
an aimless, hoptless sort of way, with his 
hands full of statistical papers th at had lost 
much of their interest since the coup d’etat of 
the Bupreme tribunal of the land, by which it 
had takeu the Board into the judicial camp 
and squeezed its life out. 
B ut the Clerk 
was kept busy nevertheless making cal­ 
culations cn which to base the tax levy 
th at is to be made to-day. 
One of the mem­ 
bers got his heels away up on a chair-back 
and swore he'd got a judicial rest iiow, and 
proposed to draw his salary with the utmost 
regularity, while another presented through 
an open window to an admiring city below a- 
full view of the breadth i f solo that adorns 
his boots, and vowed he’d go to the races next 
week 
anyhow. 
The 
President, 
with 
a half-amused aud half-troubled expression on 
his serious face, sought consolation in the 
statutes, Political Code, Section 3693, which 
read s: 
Section 3003.- When, after a general investigation 
by the Board, the property is found to be assessed 
above or below its full cash value,tiie Boaid may,with­ 
out notice, so determ ine, and must add to or "deduct 
from the valuation : X. The real estate. 2. Improve­ 
m ents upon swili real estate. 
3. The personal prop­ 
erty, except money, such per centum , reepectively, 
as is sufficient to raise or reduce it to its full cash 
value. 
[New section, April 5, lhSO.l 
From this he argued th at the Board, under 
the powers left it by the Supreme Court, can 
raise or lower tho aggregate assessment roll 
of a county by classes, either on realty, im ­ 
provements or personalty, except money. 
T hat the Constitution is not a grant of power, 
but only restricts legislative power, and that 
in the absence of any prohibition tiie statute 
stands giving the power he claimed. 
B utto this a pious member objected in terms 
positive and forcible, saying th at the Supreme 
Court had knocked the everlasting stuffing 
nut of the eternal law, and laid the eternal 
Board on its blasted eternal back, iuconqie- 
tent to do anything but raise or lower a roll 
by the eternal lump job. 
The President held as warmly for his view, 
m aintaining th at the statute denoed the 
method of arriving at the judgment necessary 
to determine the raising or lowering process, 
and that the increasing or reduction uf classes 
of property is not meddling with individual 
assessments. 
The Controller held with the positive mem­ 
ber, firmly hut less forcibly. 
The Attorney-General had already advised 
that to test the m atter the Board act on the 
proposition of the President, but gave the 
Board to understand th at iu the light of the 
Supreme Court decision he entertained small 
hopes of the position receiving judicial sup­ 
port. 
H e thought it ought to be determined, 
however, and a case sent up. 
Bursted Burke wandered in and straggled 
out, apparently broken in all his equalization 
hopes and aspirations, and chipped in now and 
thea with radical views. To a reporter he de­ 
clared he was neither a hired agent nor a 
philanthropist, but simply a man who had 
beaten capital th at was afraid to come to 
taw and show it was fully assessed. 
H e was 
asked if th at consolation would pay board 
bills, and replied th at he didn’t owe any, and 
besides he lived cheaply and didn’t care if 
they did call him “ bursted B urke,” as long as 
he was called early to dinner. 
If they would 
raise San Francisco’s assessment roll 100 per 
cent, he wouldn’t squeal a hit, but would pay 
his share of the tax like a little man. 
A t 
this juncture the Board concluded to go into 
formal session and settle down to the serious 
in life. 
The session did not result in the 
Board arriving at any positive determ ina­ 
tion as to what it will do.

TO YOUNG MEN. 
A Ringing Appeal Ijy General Garfield a 
Year Ago. 
The following is an extract from a speech 
delivered at Cleveland, Ohio, last October : 
I see in this great audience to-night a 
great many young men—young men who 
are about to cast their iirst vote. I want 
to give you a word of suggestion and ad­ 
vice. I heard a very brilliant thing said by 
a boy the other day up in one of the north­ 
western counties. He said tom e: “ Gen­ 
eral, I have a great mind to vote the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket.’ That was not the brilliant 
thing. I said to him : “ Why?” “ Why,” 
said he, “ my father is a Republican, and 
my brothers are Republicans, and I am a 
Republican all over, but 1 want to be an 
independent man, and I don’t want any­ 
body to say, ‘ That fellow votes the Repub­ 
lican ticket just because his dad does,’ and 
I have a mind to vote the Democratic 
ticket just to prove my independence.” I 
did not like the thing the boy suggested, 
but I did admire the spirit of the boy that 
wanted to have some independence of his 
own. Now, I tell you, young man. don’t 
vote the Republican ticket just because 
your father votes it. Don’t vote the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket even if he does vote it. But 
let me give you one word of advice as you 
are about to pitch your tent in one of the 
great political camps. Your life is full and 
buoyant with hope now, and I beg you, 
when you pitch your tent, pitch it among 
the living and nut among the dead. If 
you are at all inclined to pitch it among the 
Democratic people and with that party, let 
me go with you for a moment while we 
survey the ground where I hope you will 
not shortly lie. It is a sad place, young 
man, for you to put your young life into. 
It is to me far more like a grave than like 
a camp for the living. Look at it ! It is 
billowed all over with graves of dead is­ 
sues, of buried opinions, of exploded theo­ 
ries, of disgraceful doctrines. You can­ 
not live in comfort in such a place. Why, 
look here. Here is a little double mound. 
I look down on it and read : “ Sacred to 
the memory of Squatter Sovereignty and 
the Dred Scott Decision.” A million and a 
half of Democrats voted for that, but it has 
been dead fifteen years—died by the hands 
of Abraham Lincoln, and here it lies. 
Young man, that is not the place for you. 
But look a little further. Here is another 
monument—a black tomb—and beside it 
there towers to the sky a monument of 
four million pairs of human fetters, taken 
from the arms of slaves, and I read on its 
little headstone this : “ Sacred to the mem­ 
ory of human slavery.” For forty years 
of its infamous life the Democratic party 
taught that it was divine— God’s institu­ 
tion. They defended it, they stood around 
it, they followed it to the grave as a 
mourner. But here it lies, dead by the 
hand of Abraham Lincoln. Dead by the 
power of the Republican party. Dead by 
the justice of Almighty God. Don't camp 
there, young man. But here is another— 
a little brimstone tomb—and I read across 
its yellow face in lurid, bloody lines, these 
words : “ Sacred to the memory of State 
Sovereignty and Secession.” Twelve mill­ 
ions of Democrats mustered around it in 
arms to keep it alive, but here it lies, shot 
to death by the million guns of the repub­ 
lic. Here it lies, its shrine burnt to ashes 
under the blazing rafters of the burning 
confederacy. It is dead! I would not 
have you stay in there a minute, even in 
this balmy night air, to look at such a 
place. Is there any death in our camp ? 
Yes ! yes ! Three hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand soldiers, the noblest band that ever 
trod the esrth, died to make this camp a 
camp of glory and of liberty forever. But 
there are no dead issues here. Hang out 
our banner from under the blue sky this 
night until it shall sweep the green turf 
under your feet ! It hangs over our camp. 
Read away up under the stars the inscrip­ 
tion we have written on it, lo! these 
twenty-five years. Twenty-five years ago 
the Republican party was married to Lib­ 
erty, and this is our silver wedding, fellow 
citizens. A worthy married pair love each 
other better on the day of their silver wed­ 
ding than on the day of their first espous­ 
als : and we are truer to liberty to-day and 
dearer to (iod than when we spoke our first 
word of liberty.

That ever I should see a moving, breath­ 
ing President, and be alive this day !

*• THE HOUSE THAT JACK BUILT.” 
A Curious Account of the Origin of the 
W ell-known N ursery Story. 
As the occupations and pleasures of 
childhood produce a powerful impression 
on the memory, it is probable almost every 
reader who has passed his infantile day in 
an English nursery recollects the delight 
with which he repeated that puerile jing­ 
ling legend, “ The House that Jack Built.” 
Very few, however, are at all aware of the 
original form of its composition or the par­ 
ticular subject it was designed to illustrate. 
Fewer still would suspect that it is only 
an accommodated and altered translation of 
an ancient parabolical hymn, sung by the 
Jews at the feast of the Fassover, and com­ 
memorative of the principal events in the 
history of that people. Yet such is actu­ 
ally the fact. The original, in the Chaldee 
language, is now lying before me, aDd as it 
may not be uninteresting to the readers of 
the Congregational Magazine I will here 
furnish them with a literal translation of it, 
and then add the interpretation as given 
by P. L. Leberecht, Leipsicf 1731. The

4. The staff signified the Persians. 
5. The fire indicates the Grecian Empire 
under Alexander the Great. 
11. The water betokens the Roman or the 
fourth of the great monarchies to whom the 
Jews were subjected. 
7. The ox is a symbol of the Saracens, 
who subdued Palestine, and brought it 
under the caliphate. 
8. The butcher that killed the ox denotes 
the Crusaders by whom the Holy Land was 
wrested out of the hands of the Saracens. 
9. The angel of death signifies the Turk­ 
ish power, by which the land of Palestine 
wa3 taken from the Franks, to whom it is 
still subject. 
10. Tiie commencement of the tenth 
stanza is designed to show that God will 
take signal vengeance on the Turks, im­ 
mediately after whose overthrow the Jews 
are to he restored to their own land and 
live under tho government of their long- 
expected Messiah. — [London Congrega­ 
tional Magazine.

Astronomers say that this world of ours, 
which teems to U3 so large, is in fact so 
small in comparison with the sun and stars, 
that its presence or absence is, to the uni­ 
verse, a matter of unconceivably small im­ 
portance ; and that, even in its own sys­ 
tem, it would hardly be noticed by an eye 
capable of taking in at one view the sun 
and its attendant planets. 
Sir John 
Herschel gives the following illustration of 
the size and distance of these bodies : 
“ Choose,” he says, “any well-leveled field. 
On it place a globe two feet in 
diameter; this will represent the sun ; 
Mercury will be represented by a grain of 
mustard seed on the circumference of a 
circle 164 feet in diameter for its orbit; 
Yenus, a pea in a circle of 284 feet in di­ 
ameter ; the earth, also a pea on a circle of 
430 feet; Mars, a rather large pin s head 
in a circle of 954 feet; Jupiter, a mod­ 
erate-sized orange in a circle nearly half a 
mile across ; Saturn, a smaller orange on 
a circle of four-fifths of a mile ; Uranus, 
a full sized cherry upon the circumference 
of a circle more than a mile and 
a half; and Neptune, a good-sized plum 
on a circle, two and a half miles in 
diameter.” 
If our earth were struck out 
of existence, it would hardly be missed 
from such a sj’stcm. But this is far from 
the extreme measure of our littleness. The 
evening sky is studded with stars. Be­ 
tween U3 and them is empty space. As 
wc look across it, the distance does not 
seem so very great, and even astronomers 
were 
long in 
learning how great 
it 
is, and how utterly isolated the 
sun with its train of planets is 
from even the nearest star. Keeping the 
same scale as before, in which our incon­ 
ceivable distance from the sun, 921) millions 
of miles, was reduced to a dozen rods or 
so, and then setting out to visit our 
neighbors, if we are lucky enough to turn 
our steps to the nearest, we find before us 
a journey of nearly 9,000 miles. Had we 
directed our course to any of the other 
stars, our road would have been many 
thousand miles longer. There are stars 
from which light requires 6,000 years to 
reach our globe. 


Tiif. fact that a minister in Homellsville 
had brought suit against an estate for $50 
for funeral expenses and recovered the 
amount having called forth a great deal of 
hostile criticism, one of his friendB sends 
to the Fulton Patriot a history of the case.

It seems that the 
mau was uot in the habit of hiring a pew, 
nor paying for preaching, and the family, 
depending upon the Christian graces of the 
minister, concluded he could “ work for 
nothing and board himself.” The question 
naturally arises : Why are not ministers 
entitled to pay for extra work just as much 
as other laborers ? There is no doubt but 
that clergymen are imposed upon in that 
way very often, and sometimes shamefully.4

Á Ringing Appeal by General Garfield a 
Year Ago. 
The following is an extract from a speech 
delivered at Cleveland, Ohio, last October : 
I see in this great audience to-night a 
groat many young men—young men who 
are about to cast their first vote. I want 
to give you a word of suggestion and ad­ 
vice. I heard a very brilliant thing said by 
a boy the other day up in one of the north­ 
western counties. He said to me : “ Gen­ 
eral, I have a great mind to vote the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket.” That was not the brilliant 
thing. I said to him : “ Why ?" “ W hy,” 
said he, *'my father is a Republican, and 
my brothers are Republicans, and I am a 
Republican all over, but I want to be an 
independent man, and I don’t want any­ 
body to say, ‘ That fellow votes the Repub­ 
lican ticket just because his dad does,’ and 
I have a mind to vote the Democratic 
ticket just to prove my independence.” I 
did not like the thing the boy suggested, 
but I did admire the spirit of the boy that 
wanted to have some independence of his 
own. Now, I tell you, young man, don’t 
vote the Republican ticket just because 
your father votes it. Don’t vote the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket even if he does vote it. But 
let me give you one word of advice as you 
are about to pitch your tent in one of the 
great political camps. Your life is full and 
buoyant with hope now, and I beg you, 
when you pitch your tent, pitch it among 
the living and nut among the dead. If 
you are at all inclined to pitch it among the 
Democratic people and with that party, let 
me go with you for a moment while we 
survey the ground where I hope you will 
not shortly lie. It is a sad place, young 
man, for you to put your young life into. 
It is to me far more like a grave than like 
a camp for the living. Look at it ! It is 
billowed all over with graves of dead is­ 
sues, of buried opinions, of exploded theo­ 
ries, of disgraceful doctrines. 
Yon can­ 
not live in comfort in such a place. Why, 
look here. Here is a little double mound. 
1 look down on it and read : “ Sacred to 
the memory of Squatter Sovereignty and 
the Dred Scott Decision.” A million and a 
half of Democrats voted for that, but it has 
been dead fifteen years—died by the hands 
of Abraham Lincoln, and here it lies. 
\ oung man, that is not the place for you. 
Lut look a little further. Here is another 
monument—a black tomb—and beside it 
there towers to the sky a monument of 
four million pairs of human fetters, taken 
from the arms of slaves, and I read on its 
little headstone this : “ Sacred to the mem­ 
ory of human slavery.” For forty years 
of its infamous life the Democratic party 
taught that it was divine—God’s institu­ 
tion. They defended it, they stood around 
it, they followed it to the grave as a 
mourner. But here it lies, dead by the 
hand of Abraham Lincoln.

But here is another— 
a little brimstone tomb—and I read across 
its yellow face in lurid, bloody lines, these 
words: “ Sacred to the memory of State 
Sovereignty and Secession.” Twelve mill­ 
ions of Democrats mustered around it in 
arms to keep it alive, but here it lies, shot 
to death by the million guns of the repub­ 
lic. Here it lies, its shrine burnt to ashes 
under the blazing rafters of the burning 
confederacy. It "is dead ! I would not 
have you stay in there a minute, even in 
this balmy night air, to look at such a 
place. Is there any death in onr camp ? 
Yes ! yes ! Three hundred and fifty thou­ 
sand soldiers, the noblest band that ever 
trod the earth, died to make this camp a 
camp of glory and of liberty forever. But 
there arc no dead issues here. Hang out 
onr banner from under the blue sky this 
night until it shall sweep the green turf 
under your feet ' It bangs over our camp. |

tion we have written on it, lo! these 
twenty-five years. I wenty--five years ago 
the Republican party w as married to Lib­ 
erty, and th¡3 is our silver wedding, fellow 
citizens. A worthy married pair love each 
other better on the day of their silver wed­ 
ding than on the day of their first espous­ 
als ; ar.d we are truer to liberty to-day and 
dearer to God than when we spoke onr first 
word of liberty. Read away- up under the 
sky across onr starry banner that first word 


S an F ra n c is c o , September 15, 1SS0. 
That ever I should see a moving, breath­ 
ing President, and be alive this day ! I 
remember sitting down to dinner once with 
Senator McDougall, Senator McCorkell, S. 
B. Axtell, Jim Coflroth and Jo Hamilton. 
I was stunned, oppressed, and my childish 
brain was so battered and beaten by the 
thought of their greatness that kept bang­ 
ing al out in it that eating was out of the 
question, and for months after whenever 
had a hungry spell that dinner rose before 
me and I reproached myself for not having 
eaten it.

Keeping the 
same scale as before, in which our incon­ 
ceivable distance from the sun, 92J millions 
of railes, was reduced to a dozen rods or 
so, and then setting out to visit our 
neighbors, if we are lucky enough to turn 
our steps to the nearest, we find before ub 
a journey of nearly 9,000 miles. Had we 
directed our course to any of the other 
stars, our road would have been many 
thousand miles longer. There are stars 
from which light requires (3,000 years to 
reach our globe.

man girl who was with him on Sunday 
last, and w ith whom he divided his affec­ 
tion 
He seomed, however, to prefer Liz­ 
zie, but cruel parents came between him 
and the object of his passion. 
He then 
began to drink heavily. 
Last Sunday he 
called upon the German girl and asked 
her to go to walk. 
They went to Long 
Bridge and there took a boat and rowed 
out into the bay. 
Mueller began to talk 
very despondingly, and said that he would 
commit suicide. 
The water was cool, he 
remarked, as he plunged his hand into it, 
and would make a good grave. 
He then 
told his companion that he had been mar­ 
ried and had two children, but his wife 
was dead. He kept talking of suicide, and 
wanted to give the girl his ring before he 
jum ped overboard. 
She was frightened, 
and told him not to talk so, but he not 
only continued to talk of jumping over 
into the water, but rose several times 
as though about to put his threat into 
execution. 
The girl, however, pulled him 
back 
to his 
scat, 
and 
he 
at 
last 
remarked that he had not the moral cour­ 
age to commit suicide. 
His companion 
began to feel that the worst was over, and 
that Mueller had come to his senses, when 
she was horrified to hear him exclaim that 
there was a letter in his room which would 
explain all, and thereupon rush to the bow 
•of the boat and plunge overboard. 
As 
soon as he was in the water, the girl said, 
he began to swim, and tried to reach the 
boat, hut the waves were high and the 
wind 
strong, 
and 
the 
distance be­ 
tween 
them 
continued 
to 
widen. 
He then began to call for help. 
She 
tried to pull toward him, but found her­ 
self unable to do so. 
Mueller then began 
to swim toward Goat Island, and was in 
sight for a long while. 
For fifteen or 
tw enty minutes the girl heard his cries for 
help, aud then they seemed to die away in 
the distance. 
She again tried to row the 
boat, but found that her strength was in­ 
sufficient to do so, and so she tied her hand­ 
kerchief to an oar, which she held upright, 
and suffered the boat to float, hoping that 
her condition would be discovered and 
help would come. 
In the course of two 
hours she was rescued by Chinese fisher­ 
men, who took her to H unter’s Point. 
Under advice of a friend, a foreigner, she 
delayed giving any account of the affair to 
the police, hoping that Mueller was not 
dead.

W hether tbe reference to the other girl 
implied a design to do her an injury is not 
known.

I t has been the custom of the R ecord- 
U nion from time to tim e to give sketches of 
leading business houses of this city—those 
representative of the bueiness of the city, 
and its growth, and the history of which in­ 
dicates the progress made by the trade of the 
interior of California. 
A t this time it is proposed to give an out­ 
line sketch of a business establishm ent with 
which the people of the interior have been 
for m any years very familiar, and the firm 
name of which is known in every county in 
California among agriculturists as th at of a 
house doing an exceedingly large business in 
the m anufacture, im portation and 


SALE OF AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS, 
M achinery and general house and shop hard­ 
ware. 
Baker A Ham ilton is one of the pio­ 
neer firms of the country. 
The firm began 
business in the year 1853, the first house 
being established in Sacramento. 
I t was 
then a Rmall affair, the storerocm being but 
40 feet front by 85 feet depth. The firm, then, 
as now, was composed of L. L. Baker and 
Robert M. Ham ilton. 
In th at firm there 
has never been any change, and the same 
gentlemen who founded the house still con­ 
duct its affaire. 
B ut in the business there 
has been radical change. 
The house early 
won the confidence of the people and re­ 
ceived from them liberal patronage, which 
has bo continued and enlarged as to enable 
the firm to gradually broaden its field of op­ 
erations, until now, after 27 years, the house 
stands in the head line of the agricultural 
implement houses of the U nited States, and 
commands a vast trade throughout the P a­ 
cific coast and adjacent States and Territories. 
In ISC7 a branch house was established in 
San Francisco, and is still m aintained there, 
but has never been in advance of the parent 
house in this city, in regard to the volume of 
business or the advantages afforded the trade. 
The Sacramento house is under the direction 
of C. H . H ubbard as general manager, who 
has held th at position for many years. 
The 
conduct of the parent house, the extent of 
its business, the character of its trade, its 
methods of business, are all typical 


OF THE TRADE OK SACRAMENTO, 
And present in the strongest light, as will be 
seen in the perusal of thie sketch, the especial 
advantages which this city offers for business, 
by reason of climatic conditions, the central­ 
ity of its location, the care with which ship­ 
ments are made, and the dispatch with which 
orders are filed, not to mention the saving to 
the buyer in the 
item of freight on all 
goods shipped to points between which and 
San Francisco Sacramento is interm ediate, 
and all point3 which have a natural commer­ 
cial relation to this city. 
Above are engravings showing the frontage 
of the store-rooms of Baker & Ham ilton in 
this city, but the cuts, while faithful, convey 
no adequate idea of the true extent and area 
of the establishment. 
The lower engraving 
repreeents the J street frontage; the others 
are indicated at the bottom of each sketch. 
The area of the floors of this great establish 
ment, when given in square feet, is something 
immense, and gives the total of 49,500 square 
feet, which is a larger floor area than th at of 
any business honse upon the Parifie coast. 
The store-rooms are located on the north 
side of J street, between Commonwealth 
avenue and F ront street, upon Front street, 
between I and J , and on Second street, be­ 
tween I and J . 


THE J-STREKT FRONTAGE 
Is 80 feet, running back 85 fe e t; th at on 
F ront street is 85 by 150 feet, and th at on 
Second streel is 40 by 150 feet, the rear half, 
however, being but 20 feet wide, 
All of these 


buildings are of 
two 
floore. except the 
Second-street building, of which 40 by 00 has 
three floors. 
These buildings give the house 
a frontage on three sides of a common block, 
which is pierced from north to south by a 
narrow alley, known 
as 
Commonwealth 
avenue. 
To carry on the business in these 
establishments requires the constant services 
of twenty-one employes, in addition to the 
general manager. 
A review in order of the 
departm ents of the house will not prove unin­ 
teresting : 


Beginning then with the J street front, at 
its eastern lim it—the comer of Common­ 
wealth avenue—the visitor enters first a sec­ 
tion 40 by 80 feet, one large room separated 
by brick walls from the departments on the 
west, but which walls are pierced with two 
large arched openings for the convenience of 
business transactions. 
In this section the 
west wall is found to be completely built up 
with shelves, every inch of 
Bpace being 
utilized. Here are stored in the closest order, 
but with the utm ost regularity, bolts of every 
description for carriages, and machinery, lag 
screws, washers, oilers, etc. 
On the opposite 
side is a gallery some eight feet wide, giving 
a double floor the entire length of the sec­ 
tion. 
H ere are to be seen all kinds of farm 
tools in bundles, all bearing the m anufactur­ 
ers’ tags, and ready for instant shipment. 
These include spades, shovels, rakes, hoes, 
picks, forks, etc. 
The floor space between 
the 
two 
walla 
is 
occupied 
by 
great 
piles 
of 
heavy 
hardware 
in 
cases, 
samples of 
the 
goods 
being 
so 
ar­ 
ranged 
as 
to 
indicate 
the 
cases 
at a 
glance, 
thus 
facilitating 
rapidity 
in filling orders. 
Here, too, are now and 
then placed Eample light wagon», for brief 
di-play, when space permits. 
A t the front 
end of the gallery on the east is an inc’ined 
rack, where are displayed blocks, pulleys and 
ship tackle, such as are need.-d upon the farm. 
Below are to be seen open packages and 
samples of wire cloth, and on the opposite 
tide, beneath and iu front of the shelving, 
jackscrews, vises, wire, lea l, etc., and in the 
front arch opening are pile 1 sample bags of 
shot, bar lead, etc. 
To the rear of this de­ 
partm ent is seen the glass front of the book 
keepers’ offices, which are so situated as to be 
as nearly as possible in the center of the 
1 three buildings of the firm, right at the point 
! where the rear of each buildir g meets that 
of its fellow. 
NEXT WEST 


Is the second section of the J-=treet building, 
of like size with the first. 
This is strictly 
the retail and sample departm ent. 
I t 
shelved entirely around three sides, and has, 
besides, two lines of central or rack counters 
and one central line of show cases, which 
latter, by the way, are said to be the best 
show cases, the strongest and most service­ 
able ever brought to California. 
In front is 
a space railed off, where the entry and ordi r 
clerks have their station, and which space is 
, the radiating point for the salesmen of the 
! establishm ent 
Opening out of the rear wall 
! of this section is a door Fading to the m ana­ 
ger’s pnbiic business office, w hich is in a line 
west w ith th at of the book-keeper’s, and 
opens into it. 
Im m edia’tly on the stairs is 
the manager’s private cffiee, and in the west 
is the neat shelved and pigeon-holed adver- 
rising or bojk-office, where all the stationery 
is stored used by the firm, all the cuts and 
plates, circulars, catalogues, cards, display 
¡ sheets, etc., and here all the mailing of price

j be had to the retail and sample department, 
I which is in itself one of the coipplcteet stores 
in the State, and in variety and quantity of 
stock has few rivals. On the shelves are to be 
fouud all kinds of honse hardware fittings, 
bolts, knobs, locks and screws, plates, hooks, 
keys, and door and window fittings, etc. 
Here, also, is a vast variety of small shelf 
goods, of which space forbids detail. 
Here, 
too, are gun caps, wad*, flasks, cartridges, 
coarse cutlery, etc. 
In front and below are 
the show-case lines, with fine pocket and 
table cutlery samples, sportsmen's supplies, 
pistols, razors, Derby silverware, etc., in such 
variety as almost bewildeis the intending 
purchaser. On the adjacent center racks and 
counters are shown.in a regularity of arrange­ 
m ent th at amounts to art, samples of all 
m anner of catpenters’ and wood-woi kers’ 
polished light tools, and below iu racks are 
heavier tools of all grades and kind*. 
Here 
are box-racks with 
nails of 
all 
kinds, 
sizes a n ! brands, 
and 
besile 
are 
to 
be seen samples of traps, small mills, 
kitchen and dairy machinery and utensils, 
• lanterns, bells, hose, she»p shears, brushes, 
etc. 
In the shelving on the east are packed 
vast quantities of tacks, brads, brushes, files, 
wire, sand-paper, e ta , and heavier house- 
fittirg hardware. 
In racks in the rear are 
heavy saws aatl heavier household and farm 


utensils of iron, and heavier tools for all the 
various wood and iron workers. 
In front of 
this section are to be seen samples in general, 
of heavy shop, farm and house hardware, 
with samples of hose, belting, light m a­ 
chinery, etc., in variety altogether too great 
to be enumerated here, for it is not the pur­ 
pose to make this review take on the char­ 
acter of a mere catalogue, but rather to indi­ 
cate in a general way the kind of goods which 
this vast establishm ent carries, and to name 
those objects which are m ost prom inent to 
the eye of the general visitor. 


PA SSING TO THE FRONT-STREET SECTION, 


W est, through the manager’s office, the vis­ 
itor finds himself in a room under one span 
of the roof, which is no less than 85 feet in 
width by 150 feet in length, and which greets 
the eye with agricultural and farm machinery 
in regular order placed, which would require 
a half day’8 industrious, application to cata­ 
logue or critically examine. 
This depart­ 
m ent is full of interest, and the variety of the 
goods and the novel labor-saving machinery 
awaken the interest of the dullest-witted per­ 
son who enters this depot of farm implements. 
Running entirely around the sides of this 
great room are galleries some ten feet in 
width, which give the apartm ent a series of 
second fl >ors and increase its storage capacity 
largely. 
H ere ore tobe seen the Ames porta­ 
ble engines in variety of 
form, size and 
power, and in such num ber th at one could 
scarcely go amiss in selecting a de-irable mo­ 
tor for shop, farm or barn. 
The Buffalo 
P itt’s threshing machine is here to be exam­ 
ined, all its working parts being in order to be 
operated, th at visitors may see it iu morion. 
Uorse-powers are near by, also arranged for 
the close inspection of all 
their parts. 
These are also accompaniments to the thresh­ 
ers, or are sold separately and are adapted to 
any of the purposes for w hich an economical 
horse power is desired. 
H ere, too, are the 
celebrated Case headers, the Buckeye mowers 
and reapers, the Champion mowers and reap­ 
ers, the Hollingsworth wheeled rake, the 
Tiger self dumping rake, fanning mills of 
varied patterns, regular burr mills, all set up 
and capable of being put into operation in ten 
minutes after delivery upon the farm or at 
the mill-house ; the Buckeye cider mill and 
press in varied sizes; hay presses of different 
patterns and powers, lawn mowers of all sizes 
and fatyles, garden barrows, garden and farm 
Eeed drills,corn planters,store and barn trucks, 
corn shelters, churns direct and rotary and 
in great variety ; belting, leather and rubber, 
in full variety as to width and texture, pack­ 
ing, heavy wire-cloth, cordage, street brooms, 
sack twine, pumpo of all kinds and sizes, 
scales in variety, scythes, snaths, and a 
hundred other kinds of good*, and many 
novel machines which cannot now be even 
named. 
The central space of this great seo- 
tion is largely occupied by cases of goods 
similar to the samples shown, and these are 
all packed and tagged, so th at an order re 
ceived may be filled as quickly as the package 
can be placed on the truck and wheeled over 
to the depot, only eighty feet distant, or the 
steam boat landing, but 600 feet away. 
B ut 
one of the most interesting sections of this 
room is 
THE WAGON DEPARTMENT, 
W here are to bs seen samples of the Bain 
wagon, an article th at this firm has long 
dealt in, and has introduced to the great sat­ 
isfaction of the farmers of the valleys. These 
wagons are shown of all usual sizes and 
weights. 
H ere too are shown samples of all 
the wagons made by the Sweepstake Blow 
Company factory, which is an establishm ent 
at San Leandro, 
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TON, 
And to which reference will be made hereaf­ 
ter. 
These wagons made by the firm are 
spring, heavy, header, road, express, grooery, 
freight, valley and mountain wagons, in fact 
of every variety known,and built for any and 
all trades and sections. 
YVhat is claimed for 
these wagons, is so apparently true and 
sound, th at the mere statem ent is suffi­ 
cient 
to 
present 
it 
to 
every 
mind 
with 
great 
foroe, 
to 
w it: 
T hat 
wagons 
made 
in 
this 
climate 
endure better here than those from distant 
p>arts. 
The lumber seasoned in the dry at­ 
mosphere of th¡3 coast, the wagons put up 
here in the dry season, cannot but wear bet­ 
ter than those made abroad, where the cli 
m atic conditions are almost the opposite to 
those of the Pacific slope. 
W agons built 
here are not called upon to undergo vicissi­ 
tudes of clim ate which cause the wood to 
shrink, check, warp er decay. 
Besides this, 
the builder here has a local reputation to 
m aintain which he cannot afford to sacrifice 
by sending out work th at will prove a rebnke 
to him. 
There is one kind of wagon made 
by this firm which desen es special notice. 
I t is the all 
iron 
wagon. 
This vehicle 
is a decided novelty. 
Save and except 
! the roach and pole, there is no wood work 
! about it, and save and except the outer hub 


the whole of the iron work is wrought, with 
cast steel axles, cf course. 
The hub consists 
of two cylinders, the inner being the box 
proper, and the outer the shell into which the 
iron spokes are set and held by nuts on screw 
threads. 
These are tightened to the required 
tension. 
I t will be realized by an instant of 
thought th at whatever of weight is put upon 
this wagon does not bear upon the lower rim 
of the wheel alone, but is brought upon the 
upper rim or arch of the wheel. 
Thus the 
weight is constantly suspended from the arch, 
which the upper rim always forms, the felloe 
being one solid piece of iron on this wheel. 
In the ordinary wooden wheel the contrary 
prevails, and there the weight is directly and 
wholly upon the spokes and felloes beneath 
the 
hub. 
The 
arrangement 
of distribu­ 
tion 
of 
the 
weight, 
however, 
of 
the 
Baker 
& 
Ham ilton 
iron 
wagon 
is obviously so much better, aud so much 
more nearly allied to true mechanical prin­ 
ciples, th a t the subject needs no further elu­ 
cidation. 
There is one other point, however, 
to be mentioned, to wit : th at there is a truss 
work above the axles so built th at all the 
weight is thrown upon the bearings of the 
axle, and none upon the center, an advantage 
every man who has ever used a wagon will at 
once appreciate. 
I t would seem to be next 
to impossible to break down one of these 
vehicles. 
On one of them recently, of ordi­ 
nary size, ten tons of weight was piled and 
drawn w ithout difficulty, and with no strain 
upon any part of the wagon. 
No kind of 
weather in California affects these wagons, 
and their enduring qualities are measured by 
the years of a generation. 
They cost about 
one-third inore than the ordinary wooden 
wagon, and of course are somewhat heavier. 
They are made in all sizes and styles, from 
light spring to heavy truck. 
To reach the 
next or 
SECOND-STREET DEPARTMENT. 
The visitor crosses a neat narrow bridge, 
spanning Commonwealth 
avenue, 
and is 
landed in the narrow or 20-foot section before 
referred to, upon the second fl'Kir, where are 
to be seen cases of the Gorham seeder and 
cultivator and the Trium ph seed drill. These 
are stored here ready for shipment, aud be­ 
ing packed very closely, the space accommo­ 
dates a heavy stock of thes9 goods. 
Passing 
on to the front room, it L fouud to bo stored 
with H ill’s Kureka gang plows, made by the 
Sweepstake 
I’low 
Company, tho 
Oliver 
chilled-iron plow, and the Collins cast cast- 
steel plows, th at is, steel recast. 
Here, too, 
are wood and iron harrows, seed-sowers of 
the well known Gem and Cahoon patterns, 
cultivators, Hhovel-plows, 
etc. 
Ascending 
now to the 
THIRD FLOOR, 
The visitor enters a large room, 40 feet front 
by 60 deep, devoted exclusively to the m anu­ 
facture of drapers for heading and thrashing 
machines, as it has been found much more 
economical to make them here than to bring 
them from the E ast. In this room are shelves 
for the cloth stock, racks for the wood work, 
and a lengthy bench or table, graduated with 
grooves, upon which the drapers are laid out 
during the process of manufacture. 
Descending now to the basement floor, 
there is visited a spacious apartm ent of like 
size to those on the upper floors, in which is 
stored in cases harrows, plows and drills, and 
the storage is so close, and the place so full, 
in season, th at it is with difficulty one can 
move between the great piles of goods. 
Re­ 
turning toward the rear upon this basement 
floor, passage is made, though the 20-foot 
“ L ,” where sack-coal, fence and bailing and 
barbed wire are stored, and the visitor comes 
out upon the 
grade 
of 
Commonwealth 
avenue. Crossing this he enters the basement 
story of the Front-street section, 85x150 feet 
in size. 
H ere are stored wagons and agri­ 
cultural machines of all kinds in original 
packages; and here, too, are kept grind­ 
stones, blacksmiths’ bellows, etc. 
The whole 
of this vast space, in season, is filled in every 
nook and 
corner with 
cases of 
goods, 
barely 
room 
enough 
being 
left 
for 
the necessary passageways through which to 
reach the cases. A heavy derrick, with block 
and tackle, cn the upper floor over a trap, is 
a useful attachm ent to this part of the build­ 
ing, and facilitates transfer of packages from 
one floor to another, or from the alley grade 
to the upper floor. 
B ut it is to be noted that 
this is infrequent, for every floor but one of 
all this vast establishm ent can be reached on 
a level by horse trucks. 
All the main floors 
are on the level with the grade of J , Front 
and Second streets, while the basement 
floors 
are 
reached 
by 
gtntle 
inclines 
down 
Commonwealth 
avenue, 
th at de­ 
scends to the lower floor levels from J 
street, and rises again to the high grade a t its 
junction w ith I street. 
The advantage of 
this arrangem ent is realized at a glance, by 
even the least observant of visitors. 


THE LAST SECTIONS. 
Turning now to the south, out of the great 
storage basement, one enters the basement 
section beneath the J-street departm ent first 


described. 
In this departm ent the whole 
space is given to the btorage of rope and of 
nails, which rise in package pyram idal piles 
from floor to ceiling, and completely fill 
the whole 
section, 
save 
only 
one or 
two narrow alley-ways left for passage. 
N ext 
on 
the 
west 
is 
an 
apartm ent 
of like size to the retail departm ent above, 
and here one finds stacked up in great cubes 
and lofty piles, cases without number, ap­ 
parently, of handles for all imaginable kinds 
of tools—from the smallest to the largest— 
demanding wooden handles. 
H ere too in 
stacks is a vast quantity of wrapping paper 
and hundreds of cases of blacking, etc. 
In 
this section one encounters the first of a 
great number of racks aud shelves, wherein 
are stored duplicates of every piece of ma­ 
chinery in which the firm'has dealt for the 
last ten or fifteen years. 
This is one of tho 
most im portant departm ents of the house, i 
From every duplicate package is taken a 1 
sample piece, and each of these is numbered, 1 
lettered and marked in such a m anner as to \ 
indicate its character and the exact machine 
to which it belongs, and its place therein. 
These duplicates are thousands in number, ¡ 
and require much labor to keep up the or­ 
derly arrangem ent of them and the constant ‘ 
replenishment of the stock. 
H ere also are ^ 
racks with knives for mowing machines, aud ; 
racks beneath the sidewalk—for all space is 
utilized—for plow duplicates. A ll duplicates, 
by the way, are sold for less than it would cost 
to make the pattern here, so th at when . 
the agriculturist breaks or loses any p art of a 
farm machine he can send to Baker & H am ­ 
ilton ana have a duplicate, forwarded for a 
mere trifle, tenfold less than he can get a like 
piece made fcr, and beside it will be guar­ 
anteed th at the duplicate shall fit and work 
as well as did the original. 
Iu this depart­ 
m ent also are boat-oars, rotary chums, flat­ 
irons, mining fuse, butter-molds, and a great 
num ber of odd articles. 
This completes the 
trip around th¡3 extensive business hcuse, and 
gives one some faint idea of the stock carried 
aud the extent of the business. 
The house, ! 
however, betide the San Francisco establish­ 
ment, has a 


MANUFACTURING BRANCH 


Located at San Leandro, where its works j 
cover no less than ten acre3 of ground and j 
embrace a complete brass and iron foundry, : 
a complete machine shop and a wood-working ! 
department. 
These shops give employment ; 
constantly to from fifty to seventy-five skilled ¡ 
workmen, and turn out annually from $125,­ 
000 to §150,000 worth of finished goods. The ! 
factory make3 gang-plows, cultivators, head- 
ere, harrows, thrashers, hay presses, iron 
wagons, seed-sowers, spring w agons, scrapers, 
bay forks and rakes, and in fact nearly every 
kind of an agricultural tool or implement 
demanded by the trade, and takes orders for 
anything in the machine line usual to agri­ 
cultural uses. 


THE B U S IS E 8S OF BAKER AN D HAMILTON. 


As this showing m ust indicate to even the 
least thoughtful of readers, the business of 
Baker & H am ilton is one of the most exten­ 
sive cn the Pacific coast. 
I t is the only ag­ 
ricultural implement establishm ent which is 
at once a m anufacturer and an im porter of 
goods from other manufactories. 
The house 
has business relations and correspondence 
w ith all the leading agricultural and hard­ 
ware houses of the U nited States and the 
prom inent houses of Europe dealing in lines 
of which the California firm keeps supplies. 
Its relations in this regard are so extended 
and complete th at it is scarcely possible to 
order an article of the Sacramento house in 
any of the hardw are or agricultural imple­ 
m ent lines which it has noton hand or cannot 
speedily supply. 
The Sacramento house enjoys especial ad­ 
vantages, all of which accrue to those who 
deal w ith it, and many of these advantages 
are those which are enjoyed in common by 
all the m erchants of Sacramento. 
I t is located within a few feet of the great 
freight depot of the C. P . R. R ., California 
and Oregon Railrosd, California P . R. R. 
and Sacramento V alley and P . R. R. 
These 
diverging lines of railw ay enable the house 
to ship to all the nothern section of the State 
and to Oregon and beyond ; to the foothill 
and m ouatain 
region, to Nevada, U tah, 
Wyoming, Idaho and the far Territories ; to 
the central counties north and w e st; and to 
the San Joaquin valley and all the south and 
southeast p a it of the State, thronph the 
medium of the branch lines or feeders of the 
trunk lines named. 
B y these routes of trans­ 
portation its trade is extended to the richest 
sections of the State, and it has the ability 
and facility also to tap the patronage of A ri­ 
zona and New Mexico. 
Indeed, it is a 
geographical fact th at Los Angeles and all 
the semi-tropical region thereabout aud all 
the great southern valleys are 24 miles nearer 
by rail to the Sacramento than to the San 


Francisco m arket. 
But, in addition to these unequaled railroad 
faculties, the trade of the house is benefited 


by the Sacramento river rontes. 
The chief 
landings are but a stone’s throw from the 
great warehouses herein described, and goods 
are taken with equal care to barge or to car. 
The house secures not only direct shipm ent 
to its patrons, but, in common with other 
dealers in Sacramento, can fill orders more 
rapidly than is possible to a San Erancisoo 
house. 
This must be obvious. 
Trains and 
mails 30 arrive here that, except in a few in­ 
stances, orders received can be filled and the 
goods

Toward their destination in the same day. To 
the purchaser this is a saving in tim e of from 
two^to three and four days as against the 
San 
Francisco market, as orders cannot 
reach there from all the north earlier than a 
business day later than they reach Sacra­ 
mento. 
On filling the order, then, there is 
the freight tim e between San Francisco and 
Sacramento, and these all pu t together often 
make up a week of lost time, aud seldom les» 
than three or four days. 
B ut in addition are 
the savings in freight, and these are no incon­ 
siderable items, and the freightage difference 
between San Francisco and SacrJm euto m ust 
inevitably be paid by the purchaser if goods 
i i all cases, and this amounts t > fr m 10 to 20 
cents per hundred. 
I t m ust be remembered th at the Sacra­ 
mento bouse sells at like rate with San Fran 
cisco competitors, and often at lees rates, 
because here there is necessity for less fixed 
capital—less money is locked up in property, 
greater space is obtained at less rental outlay, 
and as a consequence the goods need to bear 
a less burden to be remunerative to the pro­ 
prietors. 
Added to all these things are the 
climatic advantages of this locality, which are 
of a decided character. 
A gricultural goods, 
in part or w hole of wood, stored in a dry a t­ 
mosphere are, by a large percentage, better 
suited for use in the dry valleys ar.J foothills 
than like goods which have been kept in a 
more humid climate. 
Tiie handling of heavy 
goods is an item of moment, and it lias been 
shown th at B aker & H am ilton handle their 
goods with a3 great ease and rapidity as is 
possible to any house, and eari -r and inoro 
rapidly and w ith less expense than the great 
m ajority of business competitors. This lessens 
the burden on the goods and enables the firm 
to extend to purchasers tiie benefits derived. 
I t would be interesting to go t.u at greater 
length and point out other advantages accru­ 
ing to the trade of Sacram ento and the house 
under notice, byreascn of the excellent com­ 
mercial situation of Sacramento, its connec­ 
tion with the E astern m aikets, its receipt of 
goods at through rates by rail, its shipping 
up river direct from ships, its geographical 
centrality, its admirable railroad connections 
with all the State, its climatic advantages, 
etc., bu t sufficient has been said to direct the 
thoughts of the interested reader in the proper 
channel. 
The firm of Baker & H am ilton ia 
one of the historic houses of the city and 
State, its business prominence and its vast 
trade, together w ith its historical imp- rtance 
and its representative character—which is 
typical of the trade of Secramento generally 
—justify the extended and detailed notice 
thus given it, and compensation is found to 
the journalist for the labor and space given 
to it in the realization th at only the tru th 
has been stated, and th at simple justice has 
been done in pronouncing the establishm ent 
a thoroughly representative one of the trade, 
progress and commercial advancement of the 
business of the Pacific coast.
